_more than an Abridgement of thefe Two Voluminous 
Hiftories, full of Arcanas of the French Hiftory, if, 
_ as I may venture to fay it does, it takes imevery thing 
Curious and Remarkable tending to fhew bow Tyranny 
was eftablifh'a inFrance by Cardinal Richlieu’s Ains- 
firy, and what fleps that Court'took to deftroy not only the

~ and indeed. they had great Reafon to be anpry, for 


this Italian had rifen over all their Hands, and what 
was a terrible Mortification to the French Vanity, 
coud not or wou'’d not fpeak their Language. The 
Marefchal De Bouillon, while he was at the Head of 
thefe Cabals, feeni’d to have no Share in them, and 
manag’d himfelf with fo much Canning, that he be- 
came Mediator of the Differences between thé Prin- 
ces and the Court; daring which rite Dara 
~ Onan § 
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Robar’s Poft of Colqnel General of the Swift was ta“ 
-ken from him, and given to Mohfiear Baflempier’s 
the Duke having Satisfaction in Money, he ¢ 
ing fit to accept of it, rather than lofe his 
Place without it, which, as Affairs then ftood, it 
was probable he would have done. ‘he Couit 
De Soiffons was the moft troublefome of the feveral 


Pretenders to the Adminiftration.; he was hardeft to’ 


be oblig’d, and fooneit difgufted: Vaffr fays of him, 
He had vaft Defigns rolling in his Head when he dy ds 
*Twas faid he kept a fecret Corre[pondence with Henry 
Prince of Wales, Maurice Prince of Orange, the 
Duke of Savoy, and the Hugonot Party. The Duke 
of Robey improv'd his Difcontent with the Regent, 
to engage him in the Proteftant Intereft. ‘He de- 
manded the Government of Quillebeuf in Normandy, 
to be in a Condition to receive the Succours he had 
rojeéted to be fent him from England and Holland, 
Hothing would. fatisfy him but an entire Change of 
the Minifters, and the Ruin of the Guifes and Eper- 
pion; which it is probable he might have accomplith’d 
“by the Means above-mention’d, ‘had not Death put 
an End to all his Projeéts. A new Party was now 
fet up at Court, who having got the uppermoft, 
diffipated all the reft, The Prince of Conde headed 
it. The Dukes of Afayonne, Longueville, the Ma- 
refchal De Bouillon, and the Marquifs D’ Aucre came 
into it. The Guifes, the Dukes of Epernon and Am- 
ville could not make their Party good againft thent, 


tho’ the MarquifS De Bellguard was of it. ThisGen- . 


tleman was Mafter of the Horfe, and when the new 
Party was form'’d was at his Government of Burgun- 
dy, which was intended to be taken from him, and 
‘given tothe Duke of Afayerme. The Queen Regent 
order’d him to come to Court, and the Guifes wrote 
to him to haften to their Relief, Fhe Marquifs, 
when he arrives at Sews, had Notice he was, fent for 
only to be remov’d from his Government 5 upon 
which, inftead of obeying the Regent’s Orders ta 
come to Court, he returns to Burgundy: Such was 
the Obedience of the Grandees in tH€ Minority of 
Lewis the Xiflth, fuch the Harmony of the Couns 
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«ils of France, and the Concord between the Great 
for the two firft Years of the Regency of Mary De 
Medicis. The Prince of Conde’s Party triymphing, 
the Guifes and Epernon receiv’'d Mortifications daily. 
The Duke of Gusfe had not Intereft to fave his Bro- 
ther from being banifff'd the Court with his Friend 
the Count Dela Rochfaucaut. Guife enrag’d at this, 
refolves alfo to fall in with the Party of the Prince, 
for the Deftruétion of the Miniftry 5 which would | 
have been fuch a Weight, that it might have born 
. -down the Regency. Mary De Medicis told Baffom- 
-piere, fhe mutt have Guife coft what it will ; and for 
.too000 Crowns, a Government for his Brother, and 
an Abbey for his Sifter, the Bargain was made. The 
_ ‘Duke of Eperzan alfo confented to come into the 
ntereft of the Regency ; and the two Dukes having 
had a private Audience of the Queen, Matters were 
then concerted to break up a ‘puiffant Faétion, can- 
triv’d by the Firft Prince of the Blood and Grandees © 
of France; and thefe two Dukes joining with the 
Regent againft them, fhe thought her felf fo ftrong, 
-as not to fear any Oppofitiqn from the other fide. 
To fhew howlittle fhe dreaded it, fhe the very next 
Morning fuffer’d an A ffront to be put upon the Prince 
of Conde, which wasa plain Declaration of the Lofs 
of his Credit , for when he came to Court, he found, 
to his Amazement, that the Queen was fhut up in 
cher Clofet with the Minifters of State, and no body 
offer’d to open the Door to him. Here again is a- 
‘nother Revalution, and not twoYears of the Regency 
yet expird. There was at this time a Difcovery 
made of a Correfpondence carry’d on between Con- 
chini and his Wife and the Duke of Savoy, with 
-whom the Court of France bad then a Rupture, 
Yet fuch was the Italians Favour with the Regent, 
that both the Marquifs and Marchionefs were clear’d, 
and the Minifters of State courted them more than - 
ever. The Princes of the Blood and the Grandees 
of their Party had withdrawn from Court, upon 
the Reconciliation of Mary De Medicis to the 
Dukes of Gurfe and Epernon, and Conchini and his . 
Wife remain’d in full Poffeffion of the Regent, : 
Ss St whic 
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which made the Minifters endeavour to ftrengthen 
themfelves by their Proteétion. * The Infolence of 
that Woman was intolerable; fhe was of an ordinary 
_ Birth, yet the Queen had fugh an immoderate Affe- 
&ion for her, that fhe not only rais’d her but her 
Husband and Brother for her Sake. Let us fee what . 
Monfieur Vaffor fays on this Occafion : The Marquifs 
and Mdarchionefs D’ Ancre fet no Bounds tothesr _Am- 
bition. Conchint obtain’d the Staff of Marefchal of 
France 5 and Galigai, mot being content that her Flus- 
band was rais'd to the fecond Military Honour in that 
Kingdom, propofes to obtain for ber Brother the fecond 
Dignity in the Church of Rome. This Creature fo 
far forgot her felf, that fhe did not obferve the Rules 
of Decency with the Princeffes of the Blood : A little 
while before fre had {poke in the Queen's Clofet te tha 
Princefs of Conde, 82 fuch a proud imperious man- 
ner, that her Highnefs was extremely affronted. All 
the World was offended at the Infolence of Conchini’s 
Wife, whofe Behaviour did not a little provoke the 
Priuces and Great Men againft ber Husband, &c. 
We fhall fee prefently what was the miferable End 
of this Upftart She-Favourite, and how her Husband 

‘was involv’d in her Ruin. 7 
Some Mention has been already made of the Dif- 
content of the Prince of Conde and the Grandees of 
- his Party, who left the Court, and were gone to 
their Governments, The Duke of Epernon, tho? of 
the contrary Faétion, did the fame, becaufe the 
Queen would not give his Son, the Duke of Can- 
dale, a Poft he demanded for him. The Retreat of 
the’ Firft Prince of the Blood, of the Dukes De 
Nevers, De Mayenne, De Vendofme, De Longueville, 
De Piney Luxemburgh, De Bouillon, De Retz, and 
other great Lords, fo alarm’d the Regent, that fhe 
_ immediately invited the Duke of Epernon back to’ 
Court, and gave him what he defir’d. It was the 
fourth Year of the Minority, and after fo many 
Cabals and Quarrels at Court, that the two Parties 
- had Recourfe to Arms; but the Prince and his 
Friends, whatever they pretended. having only their 
own particular Advantages in View, were foon 
tempted 
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tempted to an Accommodation, before much Mif: 
chief was done, which had never been offer’d them 
but out of a Jealoufy of the Marefchal D’ Axcre, to 
prevent the Duke of Gusfe’s commanding the Army 
that was to be fent againft the Prince. The Court 
being thus divided upon the Prince's Retreat, Part 
being for ufng Force, Part for Treaty, the Queen 
embrac’d that Counfel which was recommended by 
D’ Ancre, and the latter falling in with thofe who 
were for Pacifick Meafures, Afary De Medicis did 
the fame; purfaant to which Commiflioners were 
fent to the Prince at Adezieres in Champagne, to treat 
of a Compolition. The Prince of Conde, in the 
Manifefto he publith’d, did like almoft all the other, 
Great Men that have taken Arms upon private Dif- 
guits: He talks of nothing but the Publick, and 
with the Sentiments of a Greek or Roman. He is ready 
to give up all for a free Affembly of the States, and . 
at the fame wanted only his particular Satisfaction 
to give up them for ever. Thus it is chat the Heads 
of Fa&ions commonly deal by the Maltitude whom 
they impofe upon. One would think by their De- 
clarations that they had nothing but the publick 
Good at Heart, when let them be contented as to their 
own private Interefts, aud the publick Good is treated 
as a vilionary Blefling, a fine Word to flatter Fools, 
and -a Jeft after thofe that ufe it have gain’d their 
Ends. This Breach between the Regent and: the 
Prince was in the Year 1614, and the Reafons he 
" gave for it was worthy the Refolution he pretended 
to in requiring a Redrefs of Grievances. He com- 
plain’d, That the Treafury was wafted 5 That the high 
ef Employments mere given to People unworthy of them ¢ 
That the Minifters had too great Authority, That lit- 
tle Refpett was paid to the Peers of the Realm 4 {hat 
the Parliament met with Obftacles in the Exercife of 
their Power 5 and, That the Alfembly of the States was 
negletted. Grievances that will always be intolerable 
to true Lovers of their Country, and which in this 
Cafe were all well founded, He demanded, That 
Perfons of Flonour and Integrity {beuld be plac’d near 
ber Majefty, and Spoke favourably.of the Proteftants, 
. . to 
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to engage them on his Side. Bat their Behaviour 
.then and at all times in France, fhews that their 
“Religion made them the beft Subjeéts 3 for tho’ 
the Prince did his utmoft to get them to declare 
for him, tho’ he fent in an efpecial manner to 
Monlieur Dz Pleffis Mornay, toreprefent to him the 
Care he had taken of the Reform’d in his Manifefto, 
t they would not ftir, and Du Pleffis wrote imme. 
jately to the Deputies General of the Proteftant 
Churches, to beware bow they rong é Reproach 
spon themfelves, by fhewing any Difpofition to rife 
upon any Account but the obtaining of the Liberty 
of their Confciences ; for, fays he, st wowed be to 
wrong their good Caufe to mix it-with Jnterefts purely 
Civil, and that thofe f the Religson, as they were 
Reform'd Chriftians, ought not to meddle with the Re- 
formation 4 the State. His Anfwer to the Prince 
of Conde’s Meflage by Monfieur De ALgrass Lieue 
tenant of his Guards, anda Hugoner, is a Demon- 
firation of the Wifdom of that excellent Perfon, 
and the Innocency of the Proteftants, for which they 
have been fince fo barbaroufly and bloodily perfecu- 
ted. We have feen feveral Princes, fays he, ufe the 
Specious Pretences of the Publick Good, only to carry 
on their own particular Intereft. I wow'd believe the 
Defigns of his Highnefs are upright and Sincere, but. 
that is not fufficient, we mup. ufe lawful Means to 
ebtain a good End. All the World lnows that there 
are, Diforders in the State, they are greater than Men 
smagine, but Prudence wlll not admit that Monfieur 
the Prince foould apply Remedies worfe than the Dif- 
eafe. The well meaning Towns of the Kingdom are fo 
ajraid of a Civil War, that they will never declare te 
him. He has a Mind to corre Some Anufes. which 
the Towns for their own Profit do not defire foould be 
| corretted.  Thofe who tell him the Reformed will rife, 
do not know us, or at leaft would impofe upon his High- 
nefs. They offer him People which are not at their 
Difpafal. “Tis true we complain of fome Grievances, 
ut we will remain peaceable as long as the Edjfts are, 
obferv'd, &c. Here are the Principles and Pra@tices of 
the Proteftants: They will not take Arms againtt 
: / 16 
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the Government to reform the State, or redref¥ 
Grievances ; but they will be no longer peaceable 
than the Ediéts for the Liberty of their Confciences 
are obfervd. As to the Prince of Conde and his 
Popifh Confederated Lords, fuch admirable Praéti- - 
fers of Paffive Obedience were they, that they wou'd: 
not conclude the Treaty with the Regent, unlefs 
fome Places of Safety were put into their Hands, 
that they might have an Opportunity to praétife it 
over again when they were again difgufted. This 
Condition was no more eafily obtain'd, than that of 
fummoning the States of France. The Queen’s 
Council made great Oppofition to it, and the Dukes 
of Guife and Epernorin the Fulnefs of their Loyalty 
were pleas’d to fay, Jf the Regent granted Places of 
Security to their Enemies, they would alfo demand the 
fame, and would look for Affiftance ont of the Kingdom, 
threatning to call in the Spaniards. Such being the 
Allegiance of the Catholicks abroad, tho” they and 
their Abettors in Exgland {o highly extol their exem- 
plary Loyalty, Obedience and Fidelity. But notwith- 
ftanding their Threats, the Minifters, fupported by 
the Parliament, prevail’d for the Conclufion of the 
Treaty-on thofe Terms, The Prince of Conde had 
the City and Caftle of Amboife put into his Hands 
for his Security, the Duke De Nevers, St. Menehou, 
and the Marefchal De Bouillon a large Sum of Money 
paid him. The Duke De Vendofme refus'd to fign 
the Treaty, and ftood on his Defence in Bretagne ; 
and the Court of the Regent was in Confufion on 
Account of the Differences between the Marefchat 
D Ancre and the Minifters. The Marefchal had 
marry’d his Daughter to a Grandfon of Villeroy, Se- 
cretary of State, and one of the oldeft Minifters in 
France , yet out of Difguft at his oppofing the Ad- . 
vancement of Dole his Confident, the Marefchal 
was always doing the Secretary ill Offices, D’Ancré: 
was the Regent's Favourite, and nothing but Ville- 
roy’s Merit and Experience cou'd have fupported 
him ; the Chancellor Sillery being his clofeft Enem Y- 
The Favourites and Minifters had each their Friends 
and Enemies, and neither the Authority of the Re? 
. gent 
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gent, not even the ‘Royal Authority pretai?’d, td 
compole thofe Jars which kept the Kingdoft in per: | 
pétual Diftraétion. The Prince finding Ke had ra- 
ther loft than got Ground, by the Tfotble he had 
given the Regent and Minifters, wou’d ‘have re- 
uew’d it, and had an ‘literview with the Duke of 
Rohan, to bring him and the Augonets itito his Par 
ty. He did not: forpet to lay all the Fault of his 
il] SuecefS, on the Treachery of the Marefchal De 
Bouillon, and to reprefent the great’ {ntereft he 
fhov’d have in the States; which wete to be Af- 
fembled by his Procurement only. . But the Duké 
of Rolaz, tho’ of a more Martial Genius-than Mon- 
fieur Du Pleffis Adorna, had the Prudence to re- 
yet this Temptation: He told the Prince, The 
Queen wou'd ‘have more Authority in the Affémbly 
than you can bope for. Thofe whom you reckon up 
on at prefent, will leave you inftead of fupporting 
you, Fear and Hope arethe Two great Springs which 
move the Members of thefe Affemblies : You are not 
an a Condition to promife them great Matters, nor 
to fright them by Menaces. The Queen has Pré- 
ferments and Places to 'difpofe of 5 She can do a 
great deal of Mifcbief to thofe that oppofe Her Will i 
Who isthere that will declare openly for you againft Her: 
Majefty. Believe it, Scr, the States General wilt op* 
pofe yexr .Defigns. Notwithitanding this wholefom 
Advice, and: that the Prince and his: Party were. 
not fo'ftrong as before the. jaft Rupture, yet he 
attempted to make himfelf Mafter. of Po:ftiers, 
by means of the Governor the Duke of Re 
and the Marquifs De Bonnivet, but the Bifhop of 
the Place by his Intrigues prevented it,.and fhort- 
ly after-the Queen and the young King, made a 
Frogrels with an Army.attending them, to reduce. 
the Duke “of Vendome, and fecure the Peace. of 
Poittoz. Upon. whith the Prince retir’d to his. 
Seat in Berry, not daring to retarn.to his New - 
Government of Amboife. This March with as

Prelates of the Kingdom. Hugh Caper'baving been 
recognizd King, by Virtue of an Agreement con- 
cluded’ with the Dukes, Earls and Barons, us’d to 
Affemble his Peers and Vaffals, in which he was 
imitated by his Succeflors, who call’d this the 
Holding thei Parligment. There the Differences 
between the Peers and Barons with the King were 
decided, and the Affairs of the greateft Confequence:

Much about the 
me time, it is pretended thofe Deputies were 
admitted to affift at the Affemblies in England, 
tho’ the ‘latter is only Pretence, for the Old Verfe 
tells us what {uch Affempblies were compos’d: of, 
even before the Conqueft in the Saves Mongrchy.

_ The Prelagos, Peers, the Cities by sheir Powrs ¢ 
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- This Philip, Sirnam’d the Fair, was the fir thax 
Summon’d the Third Eftate, or demanded Money 
cof his People, the Kings of France before his Tane, 
living on their Demefnes. By this it appears, 
that the Firft Affemblies were of. the Nobles an 
Clergy, and that about 430 Years ago, the Third 
Eftate was added to raife Supplies for the Wants 
of the Crown, when its Demefnes and Ancient 
Revenues were Embezel’d and Alienated. The 
Kings of the Race of Valois, usd frequently to 
call Affemblies of the Three Eftates, the Prelates, 
the Nobles, and the Deputies. Charles the Wife, — 
always affeéted to have his Orders receiv’d in the 
Affembly of the States, and confirni’d the ‘Third. 
It is remarKable, that Philip de Valois when he 
was threaten’d by Edward the Third, for keep- 
ing from him his Kingdom of France, Affembled 
only One: of the Three Eftates, the Peers and Ba- 
rons, who-depending more immediately upon the 
Crown, were-fure to decide that Difpute againft 
King ‘Edward , whereas the Deputies of the Peo- 
ple, who, in the beft Times have their Intereft 
only in View, might not have been: fo -hafty to 
bring on themfelves a Bloody War for his fake 
enly. . : a . 
- I muft own freely, I wonder’ at the Madnefs 
of fome Nations in the darker Ages, who have in- 
‘volv’d themfelves in the moft Sanguinary Contefts 
to fupport the Claims of Two Perfons only, each 
of whofe Government wou’d have made them as 
happy as’the others Philip de Valois, Fohn and 
€harles the Vth, had a great Deference for their 
People, and often communicated to them the Af- 
fairs of State. When Charles the Vith became 
finfit to Govern, the Three Eftates confer’d the 
Adminiftration on the Dukes of Berry and Bur- 
gundy,'in preference te-the Duke of Drleans the’ 
King’s Brother. The Authority of thefe Affemblies 
-was mueh Jeffen’d by Lemis the XIth; whole Fa- 
ther Charles the Vilth, having driven the Engl 
out of France, and poflek'd himfelf ‘of the Kingdem 
_ by the Sword, began to Rale Abfolutely, ‘and gis 
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Son hard no Thoughts, but bow to kettle. his Ar, 
bitrary Power, which was his. Idol.. He and his 
Succeffors found Means to alter the Conftitution, 
of thefe’ Affemblies, as allo of their Great Counr 
ils Inftituted .at firf for the Government of the 
State, but reduc’d by them to Ordinary. Conrts of 
Judicature, fuch as the Courts of Parliament now. 
in France. . a - 
_ From the Reign of Lewis the XIth, to that of. 
Henry. the IVth, there was no Regular Affembly, 
of the Three Effater,. and that which he held at 
Roan, was too Partial to deferve the: Name of the 
States General, The Truth is, thele Affemblieg 
in France, were almoft all alopg made Tools ta 
drain. Monéy from the People, tho’ fomerimés. a 
Spirit of Liberty exerted it felf; as it feem’d to 
do in the Minority of Lewis the XHIth, when 
the Prince of Conde and the Lotds of his Party, 
demanded and obtained a Meeting of the Three. 
Eftates, the laft that ever met in France. It o- 
en’d ‘the roth of Odfeber, 1614, and tho’ in the 
“Treaty concluded between the Regent and the 
Prince, it was Stipulated to be holden at Sens, ‘yet 
She by ‘her Authority, only remoy’d it to Paris, 
that the Prefence ang Artifces of the Conort might 
have the greater Influence ; and to render this 
Meeting ineffeétual, She fo divided the Three Or- 
ders, that it was foon feen no Good was ever in. 
tended by admitting them to meet, For the very 
firft Thing they d:d, was a Motion from the No- 
bility and Clergy, To fupprefs the Sale of Offices, 
which touching the Third Eftate, compos’d chiefly 
of Gentlemen of the Long Robe to the quick 
they retaliated upon them by a Propofal for left 
" fenning of Taxes, and fuppreffing of Penfions, which 
concern’d the Two other Ejftares to fupport. Af- 
ter long Debates in the feveral Orders about thefe 
Matters, .the Clergy and Nobility Petition’d. the 
King to fuperfede the Sale of Offices ; and the 
Third Effate, to be reveng’d of them, did the 
fame with refpe& to Taxes and Penfions. The

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vifions, which ‘they look’d upon as a poo leek 
OF their ‘Intrigued ; and nothing cou’d be ‘mate fa- 
tisfatory to thé Minifters, than to {ee that the 
Three Hoiifes fhou’d feparately demand different 
Things, without being able to come to an Agrée- 
meit arhong'thenifelves.

The Prince of Conde finding he fhou’d not ad- 
vance his Affairs much: by the continuance of the 
Affembly of the States General, did not’ concern 
himfelf to procure it. The Court, who with’d 
they coud have hinder’d their Affembling at alt, 
was weary of them, as.Zealous as they a pear'd 
to be in its Service. The Papi:fts had nothing to- 
expe& from them, which they cou’d not do bet- 
ter without them ; and the Proteftants no Good 
to hope from an Affembly fo much byafs’d by the 
Clergy. *Tis no wonder, that.in fucha Difpofi- 
tion of Things, there was a quick End put to

‘They declin’d all further troceedings, and the De- 


cree of the Coancil, which repeal'd their Arrets, 
‘Was ‘not executed with arly Severity. 
+ Let us not fay they were Freachmen who fo bafely 
gave up the Caafe of Liberty, unlefs we can diftin- 
guifh any other Nation by their Perfeverance at all 
mes in maintaining it. Other Nations there are 
' “who have pretended more to it, and yet have been 
‘found as flavith in their Compliance with Defpotick 
"Power as were thefe French Seriators, who were 
not likely to fave the Freedom of their Country, 
“When they had not Courage .enough fo embrace the 
Opportunity that was offering it felf to fupport it, 
by the Declaration of the firft Prince of the Blood, 
“and the moft powerful Lords of the Kingdom, - for 
” the Redrefs of thofe Grievances againgt which they 
rentonftrated, ee . 
~The Queen, to hinder any Difturbances in her 
Abfence, fent Villerey to the Prince of Conde, with 
‘Offers of giving him entire Satisfaftion as to his 


Share in the Adminiftration of the. Government ; 
for. well fhe knew if he was fatisfy’d in that Point, — 


‘he would facrifice all others. But be had been fo 
a . Often 
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often deceiv’d by her, be darft not truft her ; 


-otherwilé, uo doubt, their Differences would have 


been eafily and prefently adjufted. This Diffidence 
ynade the Prince keep a. little more fteady to his 
Party: than he us'd to do 5 and his Coldne(s in ac- 
cepting the fair Propofals made him by Villeroy 
eccafion’d another Conference between him an 
Villeroy and Feanning to endeavour to bring him 
over. The Lords of his Party were come to him, 
to fee how Affairs were manag’d, and to have an 
Eye over: his Condué 3 and the Marechal D’ Azcre 
and Silleri the Chancellor, being apprehenfive that 
Viileroy.and Feannin would give them up for an 
Accommodation, fo-reprefented the Danger of thefe 
Negotiations, with the double Match, to the Queen, 
that fhe got the King to fend Pontchartrain, Secre- 
tary of. State, with a Letter to the Prince, to de- 
mand a pofitive Anfwer, Whether he wou'd attend 
him or not in his Progrefs ? Tis enrag’d the Prince 
of Conde to that Degree, that he comply’d with the 
Defires of the difcontented Lords, and refolv’d to 
take Arnis. He alfo wrote a Letter to the King, 
in which having complain’d of the Abufes in the Go- 
vernment, he charg’d the Marefchal .D’ Ancre and 
the Chancellor Sillers by Name, as the chief Inftru- 
ments of it, and defir’d they might be call’d ta 
Account for their evil Praétices. i 

- While the Marefchal De Bouillon appear'd the 
moft forward of the difcontented Lords to come to 
a Rupture, he privately made his Court to the Ma- 


- gefchal D’ Ancre, and fent an Excufe to hina for hig 


Name being incerted in the Letter, Jaying all the 
‘Blame of it on the Duke De Longueville, wha had 


. had a long Difpute with the Marefchal .D’ Ancre, 


about the Rights of his Government of Picardy 
which the. other as Governor of Amiens, Capital 
of that Province, wou’d have invaded, | 
The Queen, to prevent the {preading of this Evil, 
caus’d a Declaration to be publifh’d in the King's 
Name, ;which, among other things faid to amafe 
the People, had one aflage in ic that had its Ef- 
Lords being difcontented 
F3 | purely 
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purely for the Court’s refufing them fome_ private 
dvantages it was not canvenient nor fafe for them 
to grant. This being fo probable as it was from 
the Charaéters of the Men, made the Prince’s Friends 
very backward in engaging in his Quarrel ; and 
thofe who were for redrefliig of Grievances, de- 
fpaixing to have their Defires accomplith’d by fach 
interefted Chiefs, lay quiet, and let them work 
themfelves out of their Difficulties as they coa’d. 
Others, out of Love tu the Perfons of the difconten- 
ted Lords, out of Dependance on their Fortunes, 
or out of a warm Zeal for the publick Welfare, 
to which they mightily pretended, join’d with them. 
But their Force was not fufficient to juftify the Re- © 
fiflance, they had begun, and therefore it foon got 
the Scandal of Rebellion.’ The King commanded 
that no Towns fhould receive them, and that all 
Governots of Provinces fhould hinder the raifing 
of Forces for the Rebels, as they were term’d. A 
fure Sign the Court did not much fear them, for 
then they would have made ufe of fome fofter 
Term, Rebellion being as eafily turn’d iritta Difcon- 
tent, as the Rebellious into the Difaffetted, which is 
Yverycommon, _ ’ 
The Reform’d having a General Affembly at Gre- 
noble, the’ Prince of Conde fent a Gentleman to invite 
‘them to join with him in order to procure a good. 
Reformation of the State, in-which he pfomis’d the 
Proteftants all the Sureties they could reafonably 
expect. A eonfiderable Part of the Affembly inclin’d 
towards the Junction. The Pretencesthe Princeus‘d | 
were fo plaufible, and fo noble, they could hardly 
fail of making an Impreffion on People fo fenfible of 
Liberty as were the Proteftants of France. His 
Highnefs propos’d to pafs the Independence of the 
Crown into an A& of State 5 to fecure the King's 
Perfon againft Affaffinations, Excommunications and 
Depofitions 5 to revenge the too long negleéted 
Murder of the late King; to hinder the Publica- 
tion of a Council, againft.which the King had 
rotefted 5 to ‘reduce Taxes and Impofitions to 
wyeafonable Rates; to remove the exceflive Autho- 


_~ 
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rity of Foreigners; to fetfle the Ediéts of Pacific — 
cation beyond Reach, cc. Thefe were tempting 
Baits, and hearken’d to by many of the Affembly, 
-who were animated by the Intrigues of the Friends 
of the Marefchal De Bouillpn. But the more mode- 
rate Part were of the foe Sentiments with that 
good and wife Man Monfieur Du Pleffis Mornay, 
which he deliver’d to fome Deputies who came to 
take their Leave of him before their fetting out for 
Grenoble s I donot pretend, {ays he, to reflect upon 
the Prince, nor the Lords that have join'd with him, 
Tt belongs to'them ta juftify. the Uprightnefs of their 
Intentions before him who mes all Hearts; but 
it does not concern our Aljemblies to take amy Cogni- 
zance of the Affairs of. State. We ought at moft ta 
concur with his Highnefs for the reforming what 14 
contrary to our Edstts, fuch as the Coronation Oath 
fuch as the Reception of the Council of Trent. An 
*tis probable the Aflembly wou’d have follow’d his 
Advice, had not that of the Clergy of Krance, then 
metat Par, alarm’dthem, by refolving ona Cabser 
for the Reception of the Council of Trent, and 
had not the Sefuits in their Sermons done their _ 
utmoft to exafperate the Catholicks, and kindle a 
Fire, which they and the Priefts were only to’ get 
by. The Court, ’tis'true, were angry with the 
Clergy for their Cahier, not becaufe they did not 
like the Wording but the Timing of it, which might © 
prove dangerous now the Proteftants were aflembled 
at Grenoble, and the firft Prince of the Blood was 
folliciting them to declare for a Reformation in the 
State, wherein they were to find fo many Advan- 
tages. | 
Some few Days after the King put out his De- 
‘claration, the Prince of Conde wrote to their Ma- 
jefties, to defire Leave to fend a Manifefto he had 
prepar’d to all the Parliaments and Corporations in 
the Kingdom. and to all the Princes and States in 
- Alliance with the Crown. The Subftance of it is 
as follows: “ He complain’d of the Queen Regent’s 
“ yefuling to have any Regard to the Remonftrances 
.° he had often made her concernipg her Male-Ad-

“ Diftruft given to the Reform’d, of the Oath 
“ taken by the Affembly-of the Clergy at Pars to

being fent to the Parliament, which was fo favou- 
rably fpoken of in it, they fent the Packets to the 
King unopen’d. The Prince took particular Care 
‘to have.it convey’d to Monfieur Du Pleffis Mornay ; 
he fent Monfieur Courtenai Plenan with it and fome 
private Letters, Du refs commended the Prince 
of Conde’s Courage and Zeal, confeffing there were 
great Grievances to be redrefs’d , but having read 
the Manifefto, he coldly ask’d Courtenai, Whether 
the Prince bad a good Army to affert it ? He added, 
JI am afraid all thefe great Defigns will come to no- 
thing like thofe of laft Year. Courtenai anfwer’d, His 
Flighnefs is fure of 13000 Soldiers’, His Majefty of 
Great: Britain affifts bim with 6qoo, who are already 
embark'd, Prince Maurice furnifves him with 4000, 
and the reft are to come out of Germariy.. Which J 
mention to fhew bow fondly thofe that eafily deceive 
themfelves with vain Hopes, think they can as eafily 


. deceive others 5 for the Troops that were embark’d 
~ in England, according to Caurtenai, were not fo 


much as rais‘'d or defign'd to be rais'd. The King 
was not as.yet gone from Paris, when the Prince 
difpatch’d this Gentleman to Monfieur Du Pleffis 
(Mornay 5 who, tho’ he did no: join his Hizhnels, 
thought it a favourable Junéture to fullicite the Court 
to redrefs the Grievances of the Proteftants : J

anfwer Du Pleffis till he was fet out from Parss , he 
then faid, He kindlyreceiv'd bis Remonftrance ; that the 
Council had taken his Reafons into Confidergtion, but fome 
Reafons of greater Weight had carry'd it. I have 
pafsd my Word, added he, and I muft forthwith. 

erform what I have promis’d to the King of Spain, 
The Marefchal D’ Ancre was propos’d by the Duke 
D’ Epernon and the Chancellor Silleri to command 
the Army that was to act againft the Prince af 
Conde; but they afterwards confideriog how pro- 
bable it was that the Marefchal might reconcile 
_himfelf to the Prince, by means of the Marefchal 
De Beusllon, they fo frighten’d the Queen with Ap- . 
‘prehenfions of the Refentment of the Parifians, if

- intimate Friends, He bore a great Sway in the

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afraid he might fet a-foot again when they were 

one, aid to prevent it, refolv’d to fécure’ his Per- 
oon, He was therefore told his Majefty had fome 
‘Thoughts to take him with him in his Proprefs, to 
have the Benefit of his goud Counfel. ‘But he spi- 
ftrufted fo extraordinary aComplement, and defift’d 
to be excus’d on account of his Health. Fhe Court 
thonght there was fome Myftery in his Excufe,' the 


+ Prefident not being very Sickly ; wherefore the Queen 


refolv'd to have him apprehended, and to shut him 
up in the Caftle of Ambosfe, as foon as the Court 
arriv’d there. On the Day of the King’s Departure, 
they came very early to acquaint him his Majelty 
wou'd fpeak with him. ‘He was no fooner drefs’d, 
and got out of his Houfe, than two Exempts of the 
Guards, ‘accompany’d with fifteen Troopers, put 
him into ‘a:Coach with fix Horfes, immediately 
drew up the Window, and inftead of carrying him 
to the Louvré, brought him to the King’s Train then 
going out of Paris. . His Wife prefently complain’d 
to the Parliament, who fent fome of their Mem- 
bers to the Loxvre todemand him; but their .Ma- 
jefties were departed. « They then fent fome of their 
Body after the Court, to kriow what they intended 
‘to do with Monfieur Le Fay. - They were anfwer’d 
bluntly, To. make*him' ferviceable during the'King’s 
rogrefs.’

The former was 
only to make fome general Complements, and re- 
turn him Thanks for what La Haie faid in his 
Speech. The latter was to do his utmoft to found 
Ins Highne(s’s real Intentions, and examine whether 
"he had Strength enough to make good his Manifefto. 
‘ The Court had given the hard Name of Rebellzon 
to all thofe that thuuld raife Commotions in ene 
| _ poR ra- 
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Provinces, but did not particularly declare the Prince 
and the Lords Rebels, till they arriy’d at Porctsers, 
This ‘Declaration was fent to the Parliament of 
Paris, where fome Debate arofe about paffing it 5 
and they might well debate whether the Proceedings 
of the Prince’s Party were rebellious, when they 
had fo lately in their Arrets and Remonftrances 
faid as much againft the Miniftry as was faid in his 
Manifefto. However that Blaze of Zeal being quick- 
\ ly out, the Majority voted it downright Rebellion, 
adding, We fhall be Accomplices our felves, if we 
refufe to obey the King’s Will and Pleafure. 1s it any 
wonder that fuch a Body of Men fhould have 
loft all their Privileges, and from a Parliament of 
Senators dwindle into a Bench of Juftices. All that's 
left of their real Power, tho’ the Formality of en- 
regiftring, remain with them, hardly exceeding 
that of a Quarter-Seffions, except in Matters of Law 
and Equity. Thereare fome Authors who reprefent 
this Affair of the Parliament more to their Repu- 
tation; That the Plurality of Voices declar’d againft 
the Verification of the King’s Declaration , That 
a Decree was made upon it, by which that Court 
declar’d, that they zeither could nor ought to regifter 
it; That the Party in the Intereft of the Miniftry 
caus’d the Words sor ought. to be omitted out of the 
.Extraéts of the Decree which was publifh’d; and 
foon after ‘had Credit enough to forge another 
Decree of Inrollment without any Exception, which 
was foand in the Regifter in the room of the firft. 
\. We may eafily imagine,-fays a credible Hiflorian, 
that this hold Falfification of a folemn Decree, in a 
Cafe d fuch iraenees was highly refented: It 
created great Difputes among the Members of the 
Parliament, who proceeded on both Sides to Invettives 
and Proteftations. The Prince’s Refentment was 
not without Reafon, and it ‘is faid in the Prelimi-

ftants as Nullities , the King’s Writ-not warranting 
them to meet there. The Deputies.that were fent 
to Coart for his Majefty’s Permiffjun, cou’d procure 
none for any other Place except Afontpelier, where 
the Duke De Chatillon,who, tho’ a Proteftant, was as 
much in the Court Intereft as Lefde/guieres, was 
Governour. This City the Aflembly did not like, 
and infifting {till on Ni/mes, the Queen feem’d paf- 
five in the matter, referving a Pretence at any time 
to call their Meeting Sedjtious, or to approve of 
if, .as their Conduét pleas’d or difpleas’d her. . 

What help’d to determine the A ffembly to declare 
for the Prince, was an Accident. that. aftonith’d all 
France, and that was the Converfion of the Duke 
De Candale,'a Son of the Duke D’ Epernon, the 
greateft Enemy of the Reform’d in France, and 
as all New Converts are moft Zealous, .fo this Lord 
did not give over his Inftances, till he prevail'd with 
them tounite with the Prince of Conde. ’Tis true the 
Duke did renounce the Catholick Religion, but it was 
only out of Defpight, Conviétion had no Share in 
it.: His Father had procur’d his younger Brother

the Infantry, and refus’d him himfelf fome Govern- 
ments that were at his Difpofal.

agted very prudently; on this Occafion, and publifi- 
ing. a Declaration, diftinguifh’d between the Loyal 
Proteftants of France, and thofe of the Affembly at 
Nifmes and their Adherents ; for in the Declaration 
"twas faid, a infinite Number of the Reform'd re- 
main’d faithful. And this Diftin&tion had the-in- 
tended Effect ; the Proteftants in general did not 
look upon the Union of the Affembly at Ni/mes 
with the Prince as any thing but a State Quarrel, 
and therefore the Major Part of them ftood Neuter. 
The Proteftant Lords. of the Prince's Party cou’d 
engage none but their-Creatures . Several entire 
Provinces, and almoft all their Cities, refus'd to 
take Arms ; and this Commotion being much more 
Catholick than Proteftant, the Refiftance it was 
accus’d of is not to be laid to the Alugonets, but to 
the French Papifts, of whom none was more a 
Bigot than the Head of it, the Prince of Conde 
himéelf. 
: We matt not forget that the King, in the before- 
mention’d Declaration, publifh’d upon the Union: of 


' . the Affembly at N:/mes with the Prince, expreffes 


again his Opinion as to compelling Confciences in 
Religious Matters : We firmly believe, fays he, that 
Differences about Religion ought to be left to the De 
cifion of God alone. 

Let this be a Leffow to you the Enemies of Mo 
deration all over the Chriftian World, a King of 
France, Father of the King now reigning, teaches it 
to you; one who had for his Mother an Jtalzan, 
for his Wife a Spanifh Bigot, who was environ'd 


- gvith Popifh Countellors and Priefts. He once more 


affures the Proteftants, He will INVIOLABLY 
sbferve the Edstt of Nantz, and all other Ediits made 
in Confequence of it. : 

The Prince’s Party was now become pretty confi- 
derable. The Duke De Nevers, who had rais’d 
Men without declaring’ himfelf, and the Duke of 
Vendome, the King’s natural Brother, join’d them. 
The City of Rochelle declar'd for the Prince, and had 
not the Exchange of the Princeffes of Spain and France 
deftroy’d all manner of Hopes of preventing the 
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double Marriage, it is probable the Peace wou'd not 
have been fo foon concluded. 
The Queen remembring the Advice formerly gi- 
ven her by the Duke of Robaz to break the League 
of the Prince of Conde, as Lewis X|. did that of the 
Publick Good, by gaining. over the Chiefs of it one 
after another, refolv'd to put it in Pradtice, as the 
fureft and quickeft way to extricate her felf and her 
Friends out of thefe Difficulties: The firft fhe ap- 
ly’d to was the Duke of Adayenne, who hating t 
' Reform’'d, fhe fuppos’d wou'd be the moft re yto | 
quit a Party, in the Saccefs of which they propos’d ° 
- to themlelves fo many Advantages. This Duke ac- 
cordingly being fecur’d in his Governotents, hear- 
ken’d to the Propefals that were made to him, and 
enclin’d to a Treaty. The next fhe founded upon 
it was the Duke De Bouillon, who enter’d into the 
War only to fhew he con’d end as-well as begin it, 
and thus let the Government fee he was not to be 
nepleéted. A’ lugky Accident. happen’d to bring 
the Prince himfelf into pacifick Meafures, and thas 
was the Arrival of Edmonds the Englifp Ambaflador, 
with Inftruétions to offer his Mediation between the 
King and the Prince. | 
We have already mention’d the great Expeations 
his Highnefs pretended to have from the Affiftance 
ofKing Fames |. of England. ; whereas in Truth he 
knew that King had refus’d to affift him in any thing 
_ but in his Mediation. Ged forbid, {aid that King 
to the Marquifs De Borneval, the Prince's Envoy, 7 
foou'd break the Peace and good Correfpondence there 
is between the French King and me! As I have no- 
thing more at Heart than the Prefervation of the 
Pesce in my own Kingdoms, I wou'd be ylad SF shi 
cure the fame Happineft to my Neighbours. A I can 
do fv the Prince of Conde is to offer him my good 
~ Office.and Endeavours to reconcile him with the King 
his nex Relation: 
_ +. Edsnd’ s offering this Mediation, the Court rea- 
" dily accyted of icin Appearance; but however when 
the. Treay was fet on Foot, the Arench King affum’d 
other Airs and faid he wou'd give Peace to his Sub- 
- | , jects 
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jefts without any one’s Intervention. The Prince 
of Conde, the Marefchal' De Boulton, and the Af- 
fembly at Nifmes, infifting on Edmonds’s being pre- 
Tent at the Conferences for- Peace, it was allow’d as 
‘a- Witnefs only. Loudon was appoiited for ,the 
Place of ‘Treaty, and the Conferences carty'd on 
with great Formality; tho’ the Chiefé of the Party 
“had made their Peace with the Court privately, 
each as he thought moft for his Advantage. The 
Prince feem’d to ftickle oh Behalf of the General 
Affembly of the’ Reform’d, who fent Deputies to © 
make their Submiffion, and fomd. Articles were 
_ agreed to in their Favour; but fach as the Court 
coud not hinder thea of. -

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which may be found-at large in. the Hiftoriés. of 
France, but obferve only fome things that cheir

The firft Sacrifice the Queen made. to him, was 
that of her faft Friend the Proud Duke of Epernon, 
who had to-his great Impatience born fevéral Slights 
from ler, by the Procurement of the Marefchal 
D’ Ancre, who hated that Duke for not paying the 
Refpe& tie thought due to his Wife's Favour. The 
laft Affront drove him from Court, depriving him, 
_at the Printe’s Requeft, of the Difpofal of the Pofts 
of Colonel and Captains of the Repiment of Life- 
Guards, -which had always been taken to be a Per- 
quifite of his Poft, of Colonel-General of the Foot: 
He cou’d not -béar Attendance after fach a Difgrace, 
and téok his Leave of both King and Queen. in fuch 
mdnner, as fhew’d, he thought, they -wou’d want - 
int before he wanted them. His Retirement re 
mov’d a powerful Rival of Conthins’s, an? made 
way for his rifing higher in Favour after than be- 
fore the Rupture; tho’ that was the main Occafion 
of it, .

_ The Chancellor Si/leri had been devoted to. the 
Will of the Regerit, and ftuck at nothing to keep 
in his Office.

The-Marefchal 
D’ Ancre did not.lové him, becaufe being an old 
Minifter he pretended to fome Preference of him in 
the Miniftry on that Account; The Prince hated 
him fot being a Tool to all. che Queen’s Favourites?

Conde, to the Marefchal de Bousilon, and other Lords 
Of that Party, on Condition he fhou’d by an Ar- 
ticle of that Treaty, be continu’d in his Employ- 
ment. A fhameful Inftance of the Meannefs of his 
Capacity, to flatter himfelf that thofe Lords wou'd 
fo expofe themfelves, as to infift on the contina- 
ing a Man in an Office by a particular Article of 
Peace, when the removing him was one of the 
Articles of the War. : 

The Prince of Conde and the Duke de Boyiljon 
made themfelves merry with Villercy, on the Chan- 
cellor’s Folly. The Secretary got his Collegue 
Pontchartrain, to tell the. Queen Mother of it, and 
fhe told Baffompierre, who being one of the frank- 
eft Perfons at Court, defir’d. her leave to tell Sz- 
deri the ill Offices his: Enemies had done him to 
her Majefty, it being Bafformpserre’s Charatter to 
ferve every Body if he cou’d, that every Body 
might ferve him. The Queen, weary of the Chan- 
cellor, permitted him to load him with fo much 
Shame, as.the difcovering to him his Plot muft 
bring upon him. . The Chancellor was fo filly as 
to imagine. Baffompierre had bimfelf told the Queen 
of a Projeét he cou’d not have known, but from 
the »ferions Sileri had inform’d of it. JZ am 
mightily oblig’d to you, Sirs for the Information you 
have ven me, {aid the Chtelice a Baffompierre, 
in the Queen’s Chamber, dut fome wou'd fain per- 
fwade me it was from your felf the Queen recesv'd 
the Intelligence you have now told me, tho 1 will 
not believe st. cir, reply’d Baffompierre very brisk- 
ty, 1 foall foortly convince you I ara not fo bad a Aan 
as you are pleas'd to fuppofe. me to be, the. Queen 
mill tell you herfelf who wrote to ber the News 
avhich you imagine to be of my own Contrivance. 
Upon this Siler:conjur’d Baffompierre, in the mo 
humble and prefling manner, not to infift fur- 
ther on the Bufinefs, but to keep it private 
from the Queen Mother. You will ruin me, Sir, 
faid the Chancellor, and therefore take Pity of 
a Man whom you know but too many already en- 
deaveur to undo, after fo long Servsces. For nil 
, mt _, a fy 
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that, Baffompierre acquainted her Majefty with th® 
Chancellor’s Diftruft of him, and the Queen fai 
to Sjheri, with a fcornful Smile, Adethinks, Mon- 
freur- Chancellor, you make but {mall Returns to Bal- 
fompierre for rhe Services he endeavour'd to do you, 
know then that this-Bufine(s comes from Bouillon, 
who tommunicated st to.Pontchartrain. What Con- 
fafion ‘muft the Old Fox, as hé took himfelf to 
he, thew. on this.Occafion, all he cou’d anfwer 
was, Afadam, the Marefchal de Bouillon bas beer 
this jong time my profefs'd Enemy, I moft humbly 
befeech your Majefly, not.to give any Credit to what 
be has caus'd. to be written to you, with a Defign 
to ruin me., This poor Evafion made him.a Jet 
to the whole Court, and every Body afterwards 
look’d upon.bim as a Loft Man there: : 

. Daring thé, Conferences at Loudon, the General 
Affembly of the Proteftants were removd by the 
King’s Writ to. Rochelle, which made them with- 
out Dapute, a Lawful Afflembly: They had Ten 
Deputies at Loudon, to take care of their Inte- 
refts, but it was .tather to be Witnefles of the 
Prince of Conde’s Signing the Peace, than to pro- 
‘cure advantageous Ternis for the Reform’d. Ihe 
Dukes de “Mayenne. and de. Bouillon, having receiv'd 
Satisfaétion as to their Demands, the Prince was 
hot very follititous to fatisfy either the Affembly 
or the other Lords: He fent .for thé Duke de 
Sully, whio feern’d mioft concern’d for the Interefts 
of the Reform’d, and Vilkeroy Who had fhewn a 
great Complacency to his Highnefs during the 
[reaty. He whifper’d fomething to the latter, and 
fooni ‘after did the famé to the former: He. then 
declar’d Villeroy had granted what was defir'd, and 
“taking Pen in Hand, Sign’d the Treaty, without - 
allowing any Body Time to anfwer him. This 
abrupt Conclufion vext the Deputies heartily, but 
there wds no reniedy for it: _ They difcover’d by 
feveral Paffages, ’twas a defign’d thing to pay ’em 
thus for the Services they had done thé Prince 
in declaring for him, and that they wot’d be 
forc’d to atcept of the Conditions the Lords had 
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Big: “ The Secret ‘Hiftory 


‘thought fit to demand for them. They defir’d on- 
dy to Sit till their Edi& was verify'd, which was 
eny’d; inftead of it, they had a Time prefix’d 
for the Duration of their Seffion, after the Con- 
.clufion of the Treaty. Before they had fet their 
.Names to it, Orders were fent to the Minifter 
of Loudon who was in his Pulpit, to acquaint the 
People the Peace was made, and to exhort. them 
to return God Thanks for it. Here’s a Peace 
-which they do not at all approve of, which leaves 
them more expos’d to the Power and Rage of 
their Enemies, yet they maft not only fubmit to 
‘it, but give God Thanks for it. The Author of 
the Hiftory of the Edié&t of Nantz, writes on 
this Subjeét. This made thofe murmur who knew 
. there were Difficulties undecided, and made them 
judge it was a fore’d Peace, which they were o- 
blig’d to accept of, for fear of falling into greater 
Inconveniencies. What fhall they do, they are '\de- 
ferted by their Protettors. The Duke de Bouillon, 
who was the Chief Author of the War, forgot 
the Interefts of the Common Caule, fays the fame 
Fiiftorian, becaufe he had fecur’d his own. He ex 
claim’d higher than any Body againft the Affembly, 
tho’ they had only follow’d his Motions. He de | 
clar’d he wau'd look upon thefeto be Enemies to the — 
State, who fhowd refufe to Sign the Peace. Is there 
‘any Story extant, wherein a League was fo fhame- 
fully aifolved » Wherein the Head is for War- 
ring with the Members, becaufe they look to 
themfelves, and do not like the Peace he likes. 
Nay, Boutllon was accus’d of having engag’d kim- 
felf to the King’s Commiffioners, by Writing, to 
‘march againtt the Affembly, and to make War 
againft them, in cafe they fhou’d offer to conti- 
nue their Seffion longer than the King allow'd 
them by this Treaty. Good God! Was he not 
of the fame Religion, were not their Interefts in- 
feparable ? If the Affembly was ruin’d, muft not 
his Ruin foon follow ? What Madnefs, what In- 
fatuation, Oh, the Fatal Power of Intereft, the 
accur(s'd Effects of Ambition, in Minds inferfhible 
. ° 
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of their Duties to their Religion and their Coun . 
try. Bouillon caus’'d his Nephew the young Duke 
dle Tremouille, to enter into the fame Engagements, 
but the Affembly gave them no ground to prov. 
ceed to fuch Extremities againft them: They fab- 
mitted to the Treaty, Nominated Deputies Gene- 
ral, and Bertheville, to whom the Marefchal de 
Bouillon had piven hopes of obtaining that Depu~ 
tation, was Eleéted according to his Prommife. 
The Edi&t for the Publication of this Peace, 
was call’d the Pacification of Blois, and in it fome | 
fmall Favours were granted the Reform’d, as 4 
New Office in the Parliament of Paris, and ano- 
ther in the Chamber of Accompts, one of t 
moft confiderable Courts of the Long Robe. The 
Prinee of Conde and the Lords of his Party, were 

to have 1500000 Livres, which makes the Peace 

a Purchafe of the Crown, tho’ they had doubis 

lefs as Loyal Divines as any in the World, to d- 

ter People from Refiftance, and Eftablifh the Or- 

thodox Doétrines of Pajfive Obedience and Non- 

Refiftance. We thall {ee how they were practisd 

again a few Months after, and it cannot but be 

matter of Confolation to us, that of all Nations 
upon Earth, we are that which profeffes them in 

the utmoft extent of them, and it is great pity 

we -have fo many Inftances of Nature. rebelling 

againft Principle, and of our Praétices contradic: 

ing our Profeffions. 

he Marefchal D’ Ancre had the Satisfaction 

to fee a Confederacy broken that was form’d for 

hi® Deftrugtion, and that he gain'd Ground in the 

Favour of his Miftrefs; yet all that Satisfa€ion 

was fower’d by the Hatred which he faw increafe 

daily in the People to him and his Family. When 

he firft enter’d into the. Queen’s Service, he was 
-$0e0 Crowns worfe than nothing, and in a few 

Years he was become worth fome Millions. His 

Infolence was as boundlefs as his Wealth,. and for 

a long time he thought there wou’d be no end of 

his Miniftry. But alas, what are the Fonndati- 

pns upon which fuch Favourites Build, Sandy and 
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Light, which the firft Tumultuous Storm tears to 
Pieces. He was at Paris while the Conferences 
were held at London, and notwithfanding there 
was a Sufpenfion of Arms, the Pariftans ftill kept 
a Guard at their Gates. | 

' The Marefchal D’ Ancre having Occafion to go 
out of the City, came to one of them, where @ 
certain Shoemaker, nam’d Picard, kept Guard 5 
the Fellow ftopt his Coach, and demanded his 
Pafs,-the Mareichal in a Paftion, commanded: his 
Coach Man to drive on, at which the Guard pre- 
fented their Halberts and Mufquets, and fet them 
to their Breafts. Conchini putting his Head out 
of the Coach, {aid to the shooemaker, You Rogue 
do you know who f am? Yes, very well, anfwe 
Picard, ina hanghty difdainful manner, however 
you fhall not go, wleft you foew me your Pafs. Due 
ging this Difpute, the Mob gatherd about them, 
and Conchini fearing fomething worfe, fent fome 
of his Servants to the Perfon who had the Com- 
mand of the Guard, for an Order that he might 
go out, refolving to be reveng’d of Picard when 
the King return’d. Accordingly he order'’d his 
Gentlenian of the Horfe, to take Two of his Ser- 
yants, and give Picard the Shoemaker a thorough 
Thrafhing, which was fo well put in Execution, 
that the poor Man was left almoft Dead upon the 
Spot. The Marefchal's Servants relying teo much 
on their Mafter’s Credit, did not run away for it, 
and being taken, were Try'’d, Condemn'd and 
Hanp’d a‘ few Days after, before Picard’s Hoyfe. 
Their Mafter was forc'd to pay a round Sum”to 
Picard, or his Gentleman of the Horfe wou'd have 
had the fame Fate, Conchini then faw his Feli- 
City in France was drawing to an end, and wou’d 
fain have perfwaded Galigus his Wife, to fy ta -

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‘The Danger he was in was not Vifionary, he had 
propds'd to enter into Engagements with the Dukes 
de Nsyenne and de Bouillon, to ruin the Dukes 
de Epernon and de Bellegard, which they were fa 
. far from hearkning to, that having told the Duke 
‘of Guife of his Propofals, that Duke joyn'd with 
them in a Confpiracy. to deftroy the Marefchal, 
and there was noend of this Confederacy, till they 
‘had accomplifh’d it. 

The Parifians bore fuch an Hatred to D’ Ancre, 
that he was afraid to enter che City, after the Re- 
turn.of the Prince of Conde, whom he was impa- 
tient to wait upon, to put himfelf under his Pro- 
teftion, asthe Queen had defir’d his Highnefs. He 
therefore wrote to Baffompierre, to fend a Guard 
of Horfe to meet him, which wasdone,; and tho he 
had a Convoy of an Hundred Horfe, Pscard become 
now one of his moft dangerous Enemies, infulted 
him, and endeavour’d to raife the Mob, who bein 

afraid’ of the Troopers, lay ftill at that time.

The daring Boldnefs of Picard, acquir'’d him fuch 
a Reputation with the Populace, that he was lookd 
upon immediately as their Chief, and the greateft 
Lords did not difdain to make their Court to him.

The Prince of Conde had given Mary de Medi- 
cis a fort of an Affurance, that he wou'd be the 
Marefchal’s Proteétor, but the Lords Confederated’ 
againft him, foon diffwaded him from it.

. All the Hiftories of France reprefent this Man 
as a Rapacious, Cruel, Arrogant,’ Falfe Italian, 
tho’ in Truth his Country was -his greateft Crime, 
The next Reigning Favourite, a French Man, out- 
did him in all his Vices, and had not one of his 
Vertues, D’ Ancre had Courage, Wit, a Frank- 
 giefs of Temper to his Friends, which was as a- 
“gyeeable, as his Imperious Carpiage to his Enemies 
4was fhocking. If he was Falfe, he bad done well 
to have added Diffimulation to it. But there is 
femething in a Man's Compleétion, fomething in 
the Blood that will not admit of Cunning in cere 
tain Cafes, wherein the Heart will always be too 
ftrong for the Head.

What they faid naturally and in Converfation, 
has all the Advantages of Art and Rhetorick to 
Adorn it, and what is faid to them, is only to 
fhew their Merit or their Bravery. There is no 
trufting to the beft of them, with alittle Hifto- 
ry’ there’s a great deal of Romance, and what 


Hiftory there is, is fo introduc’d, that it often. 


has another Effeét than the plain Truth wou'd 
have. The Duke of Rohan is not Guiltlefs in this 
Point, and one fhall not from one end of his Me- 
moirs to the other, find out that: his Jealouty of 
Bouillon, and his Refentment for the Lofs of the 


Government of Poiétou, were the Springs that . 


a&ed him in thofe Parts of his Life, where the 
Patriot and the Proteftant fhine the brighteft. 
The Marefchal D? Ancre wou’d have had the 
Queen to have order’d Themines to have feiz’d the 
Prince of Conde. and the Duke de Mayenne, the 
Duke de Bouillon, and the Duke de Vendome alto- 
gether, but fhe was afraid the Parifians wou'd rife, 
and fhe had not fecur’d her Treafure when they 
¢ame together one Day to the Lexvre, fo the 
feizing the Prince was defer’d till her Strong Box 
and Jewels were fafe. The Dukes de Afayenne and 
de Bouillon, had obfervd fome extraurdinary Moe 
tion while they were there, and fufpecting Mit 
chief, refolv'd to keep out of the way. They ad 
vis'd the Prince to do fo too, but he did not think 
himfelf in fo much Danger as they, faying, # 
fignify’d nothing to bim whether the Marefchal de 
Bouillon mas fent to the Baftile or zor. Bouillon 
like a good Hugonor, went to Charenton, atiended 


/ 
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by feveral-of his Friends, and fome Soldiers of his 
Guards. The Duke de Mayenne was upon the 
‘Watch, preparing every thing toleave Parss. The 
. Prince Two Days after, the Firft of Septemb. 1616, 
went in great State and Security to the Council, 
Mary de Medicis having been up before Three a 
Clock in the Morning, to order Matters for his 
Apprehenfion, and her Flight if the Parifians rofe 
upon it. The Prince was mightily leas’d to fee 
the Court that was made to him that Day, and 
the Queen beheld with a Scornftl Indignation, the 
vaft Number of Petitions that were prefented him, 
faying to Baffompierre, Here’s now the King of France, 
but bis Royalty foould be like that of the Bean, it 
‘goill not continue long. The Duke de Mayenne had 
his Spies about the Louvre, and they gave him In- 
formation that fomething more than. ordinary was 
in Agitation. The Duke fent Monfieur Strange. to 
acquaint the Prince of it, and advife him by all 
means not to goto the Louvre, but he was gene 
when Strange came. The latter follow’d him, and 
waited for him at the Door of the Council Cham- 
ber; his Highnefs coming out, he told him what 
Meffage he had from the Duke de Mayenne: The 
Prince reply’d, If fuch a Refolution to apprebend me 
be taken, I cannot now get off. He was then going 
to the Queen’s Chamber, Two of the Guards dy 
Corps fet as Two Extraordinary Centinels at the 
Door, convinc’d him that what had been told him, 
was but too True. However, he went in, and 
the Young King, who, fays Monfjeur Vaffor, bad 
been careful brought up in the Art of Difftmulation, 
‘Invited him to goa Hunting with him. The Prince 
_ defir’d bis Majefty at that time to excufe him: If 
‘he had gone a Hunting, he had been feiz’d and . 
fecur’d before the Parifians had known any thing 
of the matter. The King then went to his Mo- 
‘gher, who was iv her Clofet, and Themines com- 
ang’up to the Prince with his Two Sons, Arrefted 
‘him.in the King’s Name. As much as the Duke de 
« Mayenne had prepar’d him for this Accident, it fur- 
prizd him; A4y. Lord, faid Themines tohim‘ina very 
wk ° . ’ foo ‘ ‘ re . refpeétful 
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refpectful manner, The King having been certainly 
snform’d that you bearken to bad Council, and fuch 
as is prejudicsal to bis Service, and that fome Per- 
fons have been.tampering to gain. you over to 4 Fatti- 
“on which is beth contrary to the Peace of the Kings 
dom, as well as your own Quality, his Majefty bas 
order’d me to fecure your Perfon, for fear you foowd 
fall into fome worfe Snares. Who 1, aniwer’d the 
Prince in a fort of Amazement, Yes, your felf my 
Lord, reply’d Themines, his Son at the fame time 
‘coming up on each fide of his Highnefs, who faid 
You know very well I am the Firft Prince of the 
Blood. Themines anfwer'd, I know my Lord the re- 
Spe that is due to yeu, bute I muft Obey the King. 
How cou’d one read this Story, without envying 
the Happinefs of that Conftitution, where the doing 
any thing Illegal, Cruel and Unjuft, is fo eafily 
excus’d, as by faying, J muft Obey the King. What 
Charge was there brought againft the Prince of 
Conde, fince the Peace of Loudon ? What Proof of 
his being Guilty of a Crime deferving Imprifon- 
ment ? The Prince demanded to fee Her Majefty, 
but to no purpofe: Themines ask’d him boldly 
Whether he mou’d pleafe to go where the King had 
ordsr'd him to.conduit 'bim ? His Highnefs ina great 
Paffion turn’d about to, the Perfons in the Queen’s 
Chamber, faying, Js there no Body that has the - 
Courage to declare himfelf in my behalf, and per- 
ceiving Dz Vair, Keeper of the Great Seals, he 
faid to him, Sir, J know you are a Man of Ho- 
nour, have you advisd them thus to break the 
Solemn Promifes they have fo often made me? Du 
Vair, Gereroufly anfwer'd, They have not confulted 
me in this Matter, I foall be for their fpeedy re- 
pairing the wrong Meafures they have taken for the 
foerteft Follies are the beft. As Themines was car- 
rying the Prince to the Place prepar'’d for the. 
keeping him, his Highnelfs feeing Delbene, attended 
by a great Number of Halberdiers, feem’d appre- 
henfive leaft they fhou’d make fome Attempt on 
his Life, but Delbene told him, Thofe wham he faw 
there, were Gentlemen and nor Affafins. Gentle We 
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‘Was not Vitry, Captain of the. Guard, .a Gentle 
man, and yet before a. Year is over, we fhall find 
him an A ? The Princefs of Conde hearing her 
Husband was Arrefted, try’d all Means to -raife 
the Parifians. To -Arms, To Arms, fhe and her 
‘Friends cry’d, the Marechal D’ Ancre is Murder- 
ing the Firft Prince of the Blood at the Louvre; 
‘but the Citizens were content with fhatting up 
‘their Shops. Such fort of Men are apt to talk loud 
when no Aétion is neceflary, but are Tame enough 
when it is, The Rabble however fell upon ¢ 

‘Marefchal’s Houfe, and gutted it to his Damage 
“above 200000 Crowns, The firft of the Lords, 
-Conchini’s Enemies, that fled, was the Duke dé 
Vendome, then follow the Duke de Gu:fe, the Duke 
de Mayenne, the Marefchal de Bouillon. The two 
latter wou’d have Headed the Parifians, and to 
that purpofe fent word to Picard the Shoemaker, 
who was become a Perfon of Importance, that 
in Cafe he wou’d raife the Mob, they wou'd ftand 
by him with 500 Horfe. The Shoemaker did his 
Endeavours, but the Guards were out, and the 
Rabble will never venture, when thofe that fend 
’em are in Earneft. An early Check foon difper- 
fes them, and when they are fuffer'd to grow up- 
on it, ‘tis with Defign in thofe that cou’d binder 


at. - 

The Duke de Nevers joyn’d in with this Party 
afterwards, as did alfo the Duke de Chevreufe and 
the Cardinal of Guife, who, on the Defertion of 
the Duke of that Name, was offer’d to be acknow- 
ledg’d the Head of this New League, for the De- 
liverance of the Prince, and the Deftrudtion of 

-D’ Ancre. The Cardinal marry’d privately an 
Old Miftrefs of Hey the 1Vth, and had _feveral .

The Duke de Gusfe had appear’ one of the moft 
_viglent Enemies of Conchiwi, and yet he firft.made 
his Peace, with the Queen. This Impotent At- 
tempt to ruin D’ Ancre, feem’d the moft like- 
ly to Eftablifh him; yet. we fhall fee in, a few, 
Months, that the firft Step ary de Medicis took 
towards fecuring her Authority, by. feizing the 
Prince, was the firft towards deftroying it for ever. 
From hence wou’d many Grave Hiftorians reafon 
on the Uncertainty of Affairs of State, and. the 
Sandy Foundation of Worldiy Grandeur ; but till 
People.can fes into Futurity, ‘Tbings will perpetually 
happen which Humane Forefight cannot reach, 
nor Humane Prudence prevent, as well in all other 
Affairs, as thofe of the State. 
__ The Duke de Guife when he return’d to. Court, 
did indeed follicite with fome Earneftnefs to pro- 
cure better Terms for the Lords than the. Court 
wou'd give them, and fpoke alfo for the Prince’s 
Liberty; but to fhew him and the Lords that 
they muf{t depend entirely on. the King’s good 
Pleafure, for.every thing that related to his High- 
nefs, he was remov’d from his Confinement in-the 
Louvre tothe Baftile, the very Day that the Duke 
de Guife came back to Paris. A Declaration to 
jaftify the Imprifonment of the Prince, was. -car- 
ry’d by the King in Perfon to the Parliament, to.

I have in the afi oing Pages mention'd one 
of thofe Lords, the Marefchal de Lefdifguseres, 
and his making War againft the Spesiards, in con- 
jangtion with the Duke of Ssvey, contrary to the - 
Orders of the Courts an Event more extraordi- 
pary happen’d nor in this-Period, and therefore I 
fhall relate mt: - 

As foon as.Charles Emarmiel, Duke of Savoy, had 
by his Intrigues with the Marefchal, thought him- 
felf fure of him, he wrote a very obliging Letter

whom he had an Interview, he refolwd to raife an

Sages were fent to him to oblige him to defift, 
fometimes by Flatteries, fometimes by Threats. 
Fhe King of Spasz offer’d him Money.to raife 40000 
Men to Conquer Savey for himfelf, hat that was 
an Artifice too thin not to be penetrated by fuch 
a Politician as he. New Orders came from Court 
forbidding him to march his Forces into Foreign 
Countries, Thefe Orders had no more Force than 
the reft. J a now marching, fays the Marefchal, 
to the Afiprance of bis. Highnefs the Duke of Savoy, 
against the Intentwn and expre{s Orders d, the Court.

nient, one of the Bualwarks of the Preteftants’ in 
France. The Duke de Boxiilon, tho’ be won'd not 
take on him any Command, gave the Affensbly 
guod Advice, and particulary as- to their 
Care of Saumur, into which he advis'd them ¢o 
put sooo Men, which being neglected, the King 
tnt 2 Meflage to dw Pleffis, to draw. out his Gar: 
rifon, he intending to come and Lodge im she 
Caftlé. This-being done, be was told his Majefty 
defign’d to keep it Three Months, and indeed dy 
Riefis was hever reftor'd to his Government, whic 
was given to the Count de Saux, .Grandfen to 
Lefdifguseres, and a pretended Proteftant, but the 
Garrifon was Popifs. I fhall not enter into: the

‘The Duke de Bozillon ‘was 
the fame, as alfo the Duke de is Trimousie, and 
the Maretchal: de Lefdifguieres having -bully'd the 
Affearbly at Rochede, ofter'd to Command the Ar- 
say that the King wou'd fend-azainit thofe of the

St. Jean 2 Angeli, and taken it, thought to have

herents, were declar’d Guilty of High Treafor. and’ 
ail Corporations and Communities that favear’d him 
were depriv’d of their Privileges, unlefs they ia a 
Month's Time return'd totheir Duty. In the axéah 
Time the Duke, taking hold of the Opportunity of

broke the Chain and the Cabte, notwithitaniding

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the .Terrfble Fire from the Fort and Army, arid 
brought away all the Veffels he had taken, except 
two that ftuck in the Haven’s Mouth. This was 
‘certainly one of the moft Glorions M@tions that was 
. perform’d i the Civil Warsof France, and had the 
. Protestant Nobility declar’d themfelves vigoroufly in 
favour of the Two Dukes, their Religion had not 
been fo foon facrifis'd tu Popifh Vengeance: | 

The Dake de Soubsze being thus Mafter of the Sea, 
he eafily reduc’d the Iflands of Rhe and Oleron : The 
City of Rochellé alfo took Courage, and declar’d for 
bim. His Enterprize, which was before Condemn’d 
-y both Friends and Eriemies, as an Effe& of Delpair, 
was now extoll’d by both, as one of the molt Heroick 
that ever was perform’d,. The Lords of the Refirm'd 
Religion, were atham'd of their Precipitation in 
difowning him, yet Ivtereft wou'd not let them 
e{poufe his Quarrel, which was that of Religion, 
tho’ .the Court endeavour'd te have it taken to be 
that .of the Houfe of Roban onty.

Proteftants ; the Papi themfelves beii Scandaea 
at his Cruelties. Duke de Soubice having ter 
Reinfore’d with fome Dutch Ships,, defeated a S 
dron that was {ent againft him ; and this fecond 


tefs fo Spirited the Proteftants, that with Unani 








as the Face of theit Affits mended, nat couldering 


one, and that divided, as they were, chey coud pot 
hope to’ improve the Advantages they had obtain’ 
by War, . It had been well, if they had been as Re- 
folute in Adverfity, as they were Obilisate in Prof- 
perity. They were too foon Auth'd with good Stic ;- 
Gels, too foou difheatten’d with bed.” While. the 
Treaty hung, the Court were very Induftrious to 
raife Jealoulies of the Dukes da Rohag And de Soubic, 
ag if théy were’ for:acconmodating Matters any bol,” 
rovided they cou’d ‘gain by it This was fo far fron, 
ing trues that the Dake de Rohan prefi'd the Re- 
forn’d to take hold of’ this Opportunity, to procuré 
good: Terms, feaing they fhou'd ‘névdr‘haye {uch 
another, which they were foon cofvinc’d of : For, 
the King’s Fleet being ftrengrhesd {With fome En 7) 
and Dutch Men of War,’ difper(s’d' Saybjze's Fleet,, 
the Vice-Adnsiral. of which had been corrupted by 
the Court, and drove’ his Men out ‘ol the Vites of 
Rie 'and Oleron. His Forces at Land: wre alfu' cut. 
in Pigtes, not withear Safpicion of Tikattery tn thd: 
. P2 Mayor 
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Mayor of Rochelle. who wou'd not ler 800 Gentle- 
rren and other Soldiers, go out to their Affiftance. 
Thus were Proteftanrs deftroy’d by Proteftanrs , and 
thus did the Englib and Dutch help the Court of 
France tofupprefs their Brethren of the Reform’d 
Religion, i whofe Defence their own Intereft en- 
gap’d them at all-Ventures to Arm. 

~ “Thefe Tranfaétions happen’d in the Year 1625, the 
fecond of Cardinal Richiieu’s Miniftry, in which it was 
threaten’d with a Revelution, and Baradas, a young 
Gentleman, and a New Favourite, was thought fo far 
‘to have gairi’'d the King’s pood Graces, that if he had 

‘had a Genius {uitable to his Fortune, he might have 
obtain’d the Miniftry. The Duke of Buckingham arti- 
wing at Paris, to follicite the Departure of Henrietta 
. Maria, Queen of England, and appearing with a 
Splendor that dazled the French Court, the latter 
not to be outdone in Magnificence, were for fending 
"Baradas to London, to make as thining a Figure as 
‘Ruckingham did at Paris, But’ Baradas excus'd him- 
elf, and the King who lov’d him, accepted of his 
Excufes, tothe great Mortification of Richliex, who 
thought either to ruin him in his Abfence on that 
Embaffy, or by his refufal of it, Mary de Medicis, 
at the Inftigation of the Cardinal intimated to her to 
her Son that fhe conceiv’d fome Jealout of Raradas’s 
_ Ambition. His Majefty affur'd her there was no 
Occafion for it, he never troubling himftIf with 
State Affairs; ‘and in appearance, this New Fa- 
Vourite affe€ted orily to concern himfelf in the Plea- 
fureg and Diverfions of the Court. He carry’d him- 
{elf very modeftly, and receiy’d few Vifits, How- 
ever, the Courtiers, knowing the King’s Difpofition, 
apply’d themfelves to him, as the quickeft way to 
carry their Point on all Occafions ; and the Queen 
Mother and the Cardinal were very uneafie under 
‘the Apprehenfion of the Confequences of this un- 
expeted Favour, from a Prince whom they thought 
to have entirely at their Dilpofal. 

Mani informs us, that the Duke of Buckingham, 
who, whilé he was in Spain. had been in Love with | | 
the Countefs @? Olivarez, Wife to the Favourite of 
Sf oe . | " slip 
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Philip the 1Vrth, with whom, on that Account, he 
had a perpetual Quarrel, while. he wasin France, w2s 
touch’d with the fame Paflion for a much more ex- 
alted Objet, the Queen Ayne of «7fuftria, which 
occafion'd his Quarreling with Réichlieu, who was 
mortally Jealous of him, and he had been more than 
ever with Olivarez. A French, Hiftorian fays, ‘wit 
reference to this: Ambitious Amour of Buckingham, 
dl eft vrai que certaines gens dirent dans le monde, 
guwelle paroiffoint Senjfible an MMerite du Buckingham, 
Ft is true then, fome did not friek to fay, that the 
— Queen was Senfible of Buckingham’s Aderit. Cer- 
tain it is, Richliex was Jealous of the Duke’s, In 
trigues with the Ceurt Ladies, and it is thought 
he inftilld a Jealoufy of him into the King. A Lady 
of the Bed-Chamber, and fome other of the Queen’s 

amefticks, were banifh'd the Court as foon‘as 
Buckinghawt was gone; and whatever Foundation 
there is for this {Incident in ‘Truth, it has fourd a 
Place in feveral Hifories, which do not want Au- 
thority. : | ; 

This clofe Correfpondence between the Courts of 
England and, France, procurd the fending a Squa- 
dton .of Englifo.Men of .War to the Affiftance of 
the French, againft the Duke de Soubize and the 
Rochekers, but the Englifp Nation is clear'd of the 
Guilt of that bafe Aion, by the French themfelves, 
one of their Authors doing us this |uitice. If there 
were Englifh "Ships in the Kings Fleet, st muft be 
en'd they sere got by the Artifices-of Buckingham, 
without the Knowledge of the greatet Part of bis 
Britannick Adgefty’s Council, againft the Intentions of 
the’ Parliament. and the Efforts of good Engiith Adzen. 
?Tis to this Buckingham then, that the Proteftant Re--

the Publication of ic. . The Areh-Bifho of Senr 
cry’d out, it woud be aShame to all Eurape,: it.

Condemn'd by dz Perron, in the laft Affembly. 
of the States General, bis Reafon, and the In- 
trigues of the Nuntio, prevail’d upon moft of the 
Members; and the Approbation whieh had been en- 
ter'd in their Regifter, in favour of the Bifhop of 
Chartres’s Cenfare, was raz'd ont of it, under pre- 
tense that the Secretary had not taken it right, oc- 
cafion’d by the Confafion of the Applaafes given to 
it. However, the Parliament forbad-the Bifhops 
to Publifh, and the Bookfellers to Print any other 
Cenfure, than that of the Bifhop of Chartres, So- 
lemnly approv'd the 13th of December, in the Af 
fembly. of the Clergy. Notwithftanding which, a- 
hother was drawn up, and approv'd of in general, 
which the Cardinal de Ja Valette Sign'd as Prefident. 
The Parliament forbad the Bifhops and Clergy to 
. Affemble. They, on the contrary, Publifh’d a De- 
claration that their 4rrets were Null. The Parlia- 
ment threaten'd to feize their Tenyporalities, unlefs 
they repair’d to their Dioceffes by a Day appointed. 
Phus did the Lay Affembly contend with the Spiri-

Richlrer 
growing every Day more Abfolute, and his Enemies 
more exafpérated, he thought it time by fome Ex» 
emplary Chaftifement, to give a Check to future 
‘Con{piraciés. He conceiv’d a mortal Hatred to the 
Houle of Savoy,on the Score of Abbot Seaglias’s Nego- 
tiations with his Enemies and Charles E-nanuel, Duke 
of Savoy, and he did each other all the Injary they 
cou’d, The Duke de Vendome and the Grand Prior, 
theKing’s Natural Brothers, were the firft that fetr 
‘the EHeets of the Cardinal’s Refentment. Richliex 
pretends to be ‘weaty of Bafine(s, on account of his 
ili State, of Health,’ and ‘wrote a Letter to lis Ma- 
jefty,, to-defire Fermiffion to retire to his Moule at 
Limours, conjuring alfo the: Queen Mother to inter- 
‘ceed ‘for him with the King, Both Lemis and_ his 
, Mothet were alarm’d at this feign’d Refolution of 
‘the Cardinal, they ‘inimediately- wrote him a 
Letter, ‘defiring hin not to leave them, when his 
good Caincils and ‘Services were fo neceffary. 
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The King aflur’d him of his Protection a ainft “the 
Duke d” Orleans, the Princes and gtéat. “ots *Of 
the Court. They promisd to let him Know What: 
ever was faid to his Prejudice, without requitin 

him to juftify himfelf. In-fhort, they appointed - 

Guard for hisPerfon, which confifted of a Troop of 
Horle. Richliex was prévail’d upon “by ‘thefe_en- 
dearing Proniifes, to quit’his Retreat, and affume 
the Government. He, with a great deal of affected 
Modefty, excus’d his taking a Guard, ‘faying it 
Wwou'd be more Glorious for him to dye in his Ma- 
jefty’s Service ; and ‘twas with much feeming Re- 
luétance that he accepted of it. But this Modeity of 
his wore off afterwards, and he not only kept his 
Guards to his Death, but fill’d his Troop with 
Pick’d Men, and the Captain of it ftood always- 
faireft for the Higheft Military Dignities. The 
‘Duke d’ Orleans, and the Prince of Conde, tho’ 
both hated him, vifited him at Limours, and fofli-, 
‘cited his good Offices for them with the King. 
‘Tho? Conde was not confin’d to his Government of 
Berri, yet he cou’d not come to Court ‘without the 
King’s Leave, to procure which, he apply’d to 
Richliew in his Retirement. Some of the Cardinal’s 
Creatures in the Duke of Orlegus’s Family, repre- 
fented'to the Duke, that if rhe Prince was recalld'to 


Court. it was with a defign to remove him by de- — 


grees from the Cognizance of Affairs, and advisd 
um to prevent the Prince. Accordingly the Duke 
— got to Limours the Day before Conde, to reconcile 

himfelf to the Cardinal, who made as if he did it 
only becaufe he con’d not refufe ic 5 whereas at the 
hottom ’twas the thing of the World he moft de- 
fir’d, it being by no means fafe for him to have the 
sings only Brother his Enemy. The next ‘Day the 
Firft Prince of the Blood-came to him on the fame 
Errand, to defire his Friendfhip and Mediation with 
the King, that‘ he might return to Paris to look 
after his Domeitick Affairs; and as for his being 
recall’'d to Court, he left. it wholly to his Majeltys 
good. Pleafure. “Richliew carels'd and amus’d him 
with fair-Words, but gaye him no pofittve Aniwer. 
Witdboap 8. rn ¢ 
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The Kad al. beingp ref'd to return to his Miniftry, 
Pretende ‘tis Health wou'd not permit him to comé 
nearer .Pares than Chaliot, where he took up his 
oiging.at Monfieur Caftile's,. Father-in Law to 
Monfieur Chalaisy whofe Life he was then Treach- 
eraully defgning upon, . Chalaisdifcover’d whatever 
the Dutchels de Chevreufe had told him, and Richtie 
engay d.bim further to ferve him to his utmoft wit 
his Interg{t in the Duke @’ Orlegns. The Cardinal 
anftru@ed-him toadvife the Duke to leave the Court, 
and retire to fome firong Place, as Havre de Grace 
which wou'd be the only way to obtain the Maref 
chal. Qraaxa’s Liberty. Gafon was fome time for 
shat Place, at other times for Laon in Piccardy, and 
Chalais gave the King an exact Account of all his 
Projegts , to which he added, out of his own Inven- 
tion, to render himfelf more neceflary to Lewis and 
the Minifters. By thefe wicked Devices, was the 
King made to believe Ornana was as Criminal, as the 
Cardinal pretended, and that his Brother, fearing he 
wou'd he brought to his Tryal, was refolv'd, at an 
yafe, toendeayour to fave him. The Dutchels de 
Chevreufe was the Perfon who prefs’d Monfieur moft 
ta leave the Court, but Matters were not as yet well 
enqugh concerted, In th¢ meantime, the Duke de 
Vendome and his Brother, the Grand Prior, having 
been tempted to Blois, where the King then refided, 
were both Arrefted there; and the Duke of Orleans 
Srighten’d at that bold Proceeding, thought it moft 
for his Intereft, to diffemble a litle fonger, and to 
keep fais with Richliew. He demanded the Releafe 
of QOrngae, to have his Appenage fx’d, and_his 
Yearly Penfionaugmented. The Cardinal ftood off 
a litte, but yielded after fome Refiltance. He pre- 
tended: at firft to be furpriz’d, that Gaftor fhou'd 
apply to him, threatening that he wou'd notconcern 
bunfelf for his Royal HignneS,fince Manfieur wou'd 
‘dongthing for the King’s Satisfaftion, And the [m- 
prifonment of the Duke de Vendome and the Grand 
.Prigx,.fo,alarm’d him, that he fent away the Abbe 
ad Aybazine tq the. Duke d@ Eperao, to demand a 
Retreat. in Guyewnte Chalais, the Grand Prior’s 
ae _ Qs intimate 
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antiuste Fridtid, whs enrap’deathis being Arreditd, 
Rut giving hinfelt to the Duke of: Orivars, -petiifas 
ded fim to retire to Afetz, engagtrg:ts proveresthO 
Marquis de la Valerre to receive him 5! but neitbes. 
the Marquis nor his Father wou'd hear offic Gr: 
the coritriry. ud’ Epernon fet -the Letres: Ostzami 
wrote him, tothe King. Gaftor’ was. advisidoto ge | 
itrait to Rochelle, but that was thought 20:.beeitoa 
much in favour of the Refirm'd. Vhe:-Count: 4é 
Soiffons offer’d him so00000 wns, ark 8cs0-#d0t; 
and yoo Horfe, if he wou'd take Arms againit the 
Minifter. ' Chalais continu’d to give Richiseu Infatr 
mation, as if he was ftill his Spy, and precended te 
Monfieur to aé& the fame Part for him withthe Case 
dinal. But the Minifter was too cunning foe: him, 
ahd gave him to underftand that- he wasne Scranger 
to his Correfpondence with Gafter. ‘Chalats, out of 
fear ‘of Inconftancy, made a New Difcovery, and 
repented of ita Day or Two after. He then. told 
the Cardinal, that he cou’d ferve him ho furthet 
with Monfieur. Richlieu had got enough out ofbim - 
totake off his Head, and Louvieni, who hated ‘kim 
for fiding with the Count de Candale, the Duke

De not you trouble yourfelf about thar, fays Monficux, 
A care ne more far God than I do for she Dewsl, Lewes 
and Mary de Medicis were ftruck Dumb, to 
hear his Blafphemy ; the Cardinal faid their Ma- 
jefties ought not to fuffer him in their Prefence, and

at you are before the King, bow cou'd you fay Things 
thar ought never to come out of the Adouth of a Per- 
fon of your Rank? The Duke a’ Orleans held his 
Tongue, but when he went away faid to his Mo, 
ther, I pray you Madam to advife the Cardinal never 
to take the Liberty to give me Leffons, Iamtoo Old 
wow to endure a Pedant about me. Richliew who 
took hold of all Advantages to deftroy his Enemies, 
pretended to be ina wonderful Surprize, and inf- 
uated to the Queen Mother, that Ornano mult cer- 
tainly haye bewitch’d the Duke of Orleans. The 
Marefchal was mightily addiéted ta Judicial Aftro- 
logy, and that gave a colour to his Infnuations 
 Gaften, who had as much Inconftancy as Imapiety, (oon 
after made his Peace with his Brother and the.Car-

Richlien manag’d him fo well for his purpole, that 
he got out of him a Declaration, in which he con-

Claration, befides the’ Datchy of Orleans, he hath the 
Darthy of Chartres, and the County of Blois fettled 


_ on him; and his Revenue was augmented to a Mil- 


Hon of Livres, over and above what the Heirefs of 


‘Montpenfier brought him. Upon the Imprifonment 
of the Dake de Vendome, Governor of Bretagne, the 


‘Cardinal, who wanted to have fome Maritime Pro. 
vince at his Difpofal to fecure a Retreat upon oc- 


; ¢afion, intended to get that Government for hime 


felf'; but the King, who for once ventuar’d to give 
away a Thing himfetf, beftow’d it on the Mare- 
{chal de Themines. . Richlieu in a little time got a 
Poft ereéted for him, that of Intendant General of 
the Navagation and Commerce of France ; which put 


fie Marine entirely into his Poffeffion. While the 


Sourt was at Nantes, the Dutchefs de Chevreufe © 
withdrew into Lorrain, and thence to England; the 
Count de Soiffons went to Rome, and Lewis was fo 
{piteful as to fend to his Ambaffador to hinder his 
having the Title of Highne/s there, in which the 
Count de Bethune excus'd himfe}f, writing in An- 
fwer, if the Count de Soiffons ts guilty, the King ought 
to ‘punifo him in France, and not mortify him in a 
way wherein the Honour of the Crowu is concern'd.

The’ Two 
Brothers very often ftood in need of their Mother’S 
Mediation, and Afary de Medicis’ did nothing but 
jn concert with the Cardinal. .The Dutchefs’ of 
Orleans ‘beirig with Child, the Duke had as great 
ourt made to him as the King _himfelf > hi 
Children were liké to inherit the Crown, and the 
King’s Impotence, as was then thought, fecur’d that 
Iiheritance beyorid doubt ; Gafton feeing himfelf 
firrounded by great Lords and Courtiers, be- 
an to think of revenging the ill Treatment the 
Kiarelcbal Ornano, the Two Vendomes and his othet 
Friends had met with The Cardinal gave him to 
-underftand that if he offer’d to attack him; the 
Prince of Conde, and Count de Soiffons fhou’d be ré 
_¢all’'d to Court. ‘The Duke of Gusfe and the othet 
ords that were ally’d to the Duke of Orleans by 
his Marriage with the Princels of Azonrpenfier, kept 
the Cardinaf in continual Apprehenfions.

thority. Ta fine the Parliament was forc’d ‘te fub- 
mit-and. to pleafe the Pope a Cenfure that was 
fo, mach for the Intereft and Honour of the French 
Monarchy was repeal’d, which was a fort of Ac- 
_ Krawledgment of the Doftrine afferted in it, thet 

Kings might be deposd by the Pope, and their 
Subjects abfolvd from their Oaths of Allegiance: ‘To 
pur the better face on this bafe Compliance, Car- 
‘ dinal: Spada, the Pepe’s Nantio, was defir'd by Her» 
bet, Secretary of State, to get the Pope’s Con- 
demnation of thefe dangerous Tenets; bat Spade 
-wou'd not charge himfelf with fo Offenfive a 
miffion, and Sastarel’s Doétrine was in a manner 
confirm’d by this Submiffion to the Pleafure of 
the Court of Rome, by which the Cardinal ingra- 
tiated himfelf with Orbe the VIlIch, and being: 
well with his Holinefs, he had little to fear from. 
the Enemies to his Miniftry. The Clamoars at 
the Injuftice done the King’s Two Natural Bro- 
thers did: not <eafe, and Richlieu, to juftify his Con- 
duct, had recourfe to his wicked Artifices to draw 
‘out of the. Two Vendomes aConfeffion of what is 
call’d Chalais’s Confpiracy. Mighty Matters were 
promis‘d them, if they wou’d confefs, The Dutchefs

Richlieu notwithftanding it had been pro- 
mis'd him, kept him ftill in the Caftle of Vincennes, 
where the Grand Prior, whom nothing cou’d work 
upon to accufe himfelf wrongfully, had much work 
Ufage, and bore it more like a Heroe, | 
The Redvétion of Rochelle being refolv’d upon bi 
the Cardinal, to enable his Mafter to make Hea 
againit the Englifi Fleet, he, by the Intrigues of 
ather Berulle, enter’d into a Secret League with 
the Spaniards, by which the latter were oblig’d to 
furnith the Frensh King with a good Number of 
‘Men of War, and to attack Ireland when the Eng- 
lig attack’d France. Atthe fame time did he renew 
an Alliance with the States General, again the 
Spaniards, who then were in hopes to reduce the 
Seven Provinces, which wou’d have been too great 
an Augmentition of the Power of the Houle of 
Auftria.

Flying Clergy Men in Englaxd were queftioning

-as being Rebels.to their: Popifs King, the Minifters 
in Holland preach'd with great Vigour and Free- 
dum, againitthe States Gexeral’s-compliance with 
the French King. I fhall refer the Reader to Gene- 
yal Hiffories for the Siege of Rochelle, and the 
‘Fhree Unhappy Attempts.of. the. Englifb to relieve 
it, and only: obferve, that the King falling ill as 
“he- was fetting. out for the Siege, gave the ‘Com- 
mand of. the Army to. his. Brother the Duke of 
‘Orleans 5 and repenting of it afterwards, took it~- 
from him again, as if he wou'd affume it him&lf,

Fufcany. -Tho’ Gaften was out of Humour with

Sifter-in-Law, Avxe of Aufria, whole. Vertue is 
however well fpoken of by the beft Aiferagns. The 
SQueen and Duke.carry'd themfelves. very friendlily 
Xowards each other, and all they differ'd about, 
“was, That the Duke wou'd have. his Sifter-in-Law. 
‘yemain Barren, and Agse of Auftria pray’d to all 
the Saints in Parés, that the might have Children, 
‘Gaften meeting her one, Day coming from her, De-

wd by the Prince of Conde, the Duke de Afontme- 
tency, and the Duke d Epernon : And Richlieu’s 
Heart being fet upon relieving Ca/al, and prevent- 
ing the Spasiards poffeffing Afontferrar, an Army 
was rais’d, to be Commanded by the Cardinal in 
Perfon, He alfo got Contarini, the Venetian Am- 
baffador, who was Mediator of the Peace between 
England and France, to engage Charles the Firft 
to promife that he wou’d not attack Lewis du- 
ting his Abfence to relieve Cafal. The Cardinal 
@blip’d his Mafter to accompany him againft his 
‘Will, as he had done at the Siege of Rochelle. The 
Queen Mother was left Regent, and the Duke @ 
Orleans accompany’d the King fome part of his 
Journey to Jtaly, but made an Excule afterwards 
to return to Paris, where his Mother affected td 
treat hini with great Coldnefs, and he appear’d to 
be very much difcontented with her, which was 
a Blind to deceive the World, and hide the Secret 
Intelligence they hdd, and their Defign tu rain the 
Minifter, if not to fhut the King up in a Convent, 
_ for which he feerh’d more-fit than for the Throne. 

-The Grand Prior dying foon after the King’s De- 
rture, “twas. fifpeéted that Richlieuw had caus’d 
im to be-Roifon’d. The Duke of Qrleans in his 
' Letter to the King, in the Year 1631, infinuates 
that the Sufpicion of it’ was: not iH grounded 5 
for the Cardinai’s Canfcience was not fo fcrupu- 
lous, that he ftuck at dny: {uch indire€t means to 
tid himfelf of an Enemy.

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for’ 600000 Ducats yearly to maintain ia000 Foot, 
and 1206 Horfe to make a Diverfion in Languedoc, 
Dauphine and Provence asthe Spainards fhou’d think 
fit. Claufel, the Duke’s Envoy, concluded a Treaty 
which was fent by Fetz a Flemand to the Duke 
Felz being taken in France, and that Negotiation 
difcover’d, thé Reform'd found it impoffible, divided 
as they fin were, to refift the Power that was 
employ'd againft them. 

In the mean time, the Dake of Orlezzs was, 
or feem’d to be paffionately in Love ‘with the 
Princefs AZary, Daughter to the Duke of Afanrua and 
Nevers, which his Mother appear’d diflatisfy'd with, 
and Gaffon’s Refentment of the Obftacles fhe rais’d to _ 
that Match, made the Wortd believe that the 
affected Differences between them were really 
grounded on Mary de Medicis’s Importuning bim 
to marry a Princefs of Tufcazy. The Duke, who 
diflembled all this while, went fo far-in his Amoury 
that the Queen fearing he wou'd take her from her 
Aunt, the Datchefs of Longueville, fecur’d her Per- 
fon and confin’d her to the Caftle of Vincennes. 
‘The Duke complain’d aloud, and fent a Gentle- 
man to the King in /talyto make his Complaints 5 
the Cardinal not yet prepar’d to come to an open 
Quarrel with Adary de Medicis, approv’d of her 
Conduét, which at the bottom he was very uneafy at, | 
doubting what wou'd be the effect of a Rupture 
between the Queen and her Son, or perhaps whether 
that ‘Rupture was not feign’d, and a cojour to the 
Defigns that were ‘form’d againft him. 

The Cardinal wou'd have been glad if Gafton had 
marry'd the Princefs of Afantua againft his Mother’s 
Confent, .’ewasa fure way to keep them at Variance, 
and thereby preferve his Authority, which he knew 
wou'd fink :f the Duke of Orleans was marry’d 
to-a Princels of Tufcaty. The Dutchefs of. La- 
guevsile flatter’d Combaler, the Cardinal’s Niece, that 
the Count de'-So:ffons her Brother fhou'd marry her, 
if Richliew facilitated the Princefs AZary’s Marriage 
with Monfieur. This wou’d be a means of elta- 
blihing " Réchlien’s Fortune, tho’ the King fhou’d 
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not Live, whiehb'his ill State of Heath render’d wesyf 
doubtful. The Publick, who judg’d by. Appearances, 
evy‘d out againit tle Violence and.Obftinacy of Adary 
de Medicis, tho’ fhe had done nothing ‘but in’. Com 
cért with: her Son the Duke of Orleans, Lewis was’ 
for the Releafe of the Princefs, and Cardinal de: 
Beralle, who Innocently advised the fecurity of her 
Berfan,..as- Innoeently advis'd the ferting her ar Li< 
berty; being inform’d by the Duke d’ Orleans'’s 
Confelfor, that Gaffon never intended-to take her 
away by Violence which was true enough, and the 
Princefs’s Name was only made ufe of to conceal 
fhe Intrigue the Queen Mother and her Son Gaftos 
was carrying to out the Cardinal of his Miniftry, 
The Duke a’ Qrleans promis'd at \aft he wou'd not 
marry without bis Mother's and Brother’s confent, 
and Mary de Aded:cis took the Princefs Adary of 
Meantus into: the Louyre, Gafen prefently repairs 
thither as if -he was-in a mighty -joy for her De 
liverance, the Queen feem’d very much furprizd, 
and the Duke pretending highly to refent the force 
his Mother wou'd put on his inclination, retir’d to

The King himfelf declar’d in an Authen- 
tick manner, by a Letter tothe Parliament of Parss, 
feveral things againft him of his own Knowledge. 
Lewis in that Paper fays he had lately fuffer’d him 
to at and fpeak more freely than he had done be- 
fore, on purpole to find out his ill Defligns. The great 
Crime of all is contain’d in the following Para- 
graph.

Date’s Voluntary Offer to part with it upon what- 
ever Ternts he woud. Matarine was the Perfon 
Richlieu eracafted. with the management of this Af- 
fair, he was thut up with Bowllon feveral Hours in 
Prin, and agreed upon writing 2 Letter to the 
Gardinal to offer the Place on Promife of Pardou, 
and an Equivalent in Lands in France, which Condi- 
tion being comply'd with, Afazarine was fent to 
take Poffeflion of Sedan, towhom the Dutchefs of 
Bouillon yielded it, with as much Pleafure as if fhe 
had had the Soveraignty given her, it bemg the Price 
- of the Life of a Husband whom fhedearly lov'd. | 
The Cardinal de Richlsex did not fay at Lyons to 
fee the Execution of the Two unfortunate Gentlemen 
whole Blood hefo greedily thirfted after. He was 
carry’ ‘to Parss with the fame Pothp as he was. 
brought to Lyons, and hearing, onthe Road, of the 
taking of Perpignan, and the Death of Cingmars and 
de Thox, he wrote the King a Letter which began 
with this infult of Triumph, Your Troops are in Per- 
pienaw and your Exemies are Dead , whereas in 
rath, ‘twas his own Enemies, not the King’s, and 
he had enough of them {till living to make him lead 
am-uneafy Life himfelf, on account of his Fear as well 
as Memorrboids. Upon his Return to Paris he ap- 
plod himfelf to make as many Friends as he con’d, 
efpecialiy. among the-Soldiery, and was fo far from 
comeating this Application of his, that he corrupted 
ghe King’s own Officers, bribing thein to quit his 
Mijeitys Service for hisown, of which Lewis comr- 
ain’d. to Monfieur Powtis, reckoning up with his 
ingers how mary’ Officers had left ‘his Service for 
Rechtien’s, yet dar{t not he refent it, but tho’ hé 
gteve daily more out of Huntour withhim, he dai 
by courted and carefs’d him. Richliex cou'd eafily 
perceive hisMafter’s Favour towards him was in réa': 
ity worn ont, and that what: of it remain’ was 
only out fide. He therefore had tecourfe to hi 
otd Artifice, and gave out that he wow'd retiri 
from Bafinefs, however he did a thing which a Par3 
ty in England, no great Hncmies to his Politicks, 
; 2 ave, 
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shave lately very mueh cryd out againft ;, ‘he put 
-the States of Holland and the Prince a Orange ne 
making earneft Inftances to the French Ambaffador 
at the Hague, to reprefenr to this Court -rhat ff 
the Adminiftration ef Affairs was taken out of his 
‘Hands, they wou'd immediately clap up a Peace, 
Upon a Report of the Emperor’s concerning himfelf 
in a Foreign Miniftry after the fame manner, what 
Clamour was there made againft the Infolence and 
Novelty of fuch officioufnels, notwithf{tanding that 
the Emperor's intermedling feem’d to be more war- 
ranted by his Degreecthan that of an Infant State? 
The Remonftrances of the Dutch frighten’d the 
timerous Monarch, and he refolv’d,’at any rate, to 
keep his Minifter, for which Rrcblieuw' wrote Fredes 
- viek Henry, Prince of Orange, a Letter of Thanks 
afew Weeks before hit Death. Indeed that Prince 
did him a fingular Service, for there’s great like- 
Jihood he wou’d have been difgrac’d for his Arra- 
gance had not Frederick Henry interposd. The Mat- 
ter was this, under Pretence of the King’s being too 
far from his Council at St. Germain-en lai,. he im- 
portun’d him to refide at the Louvre 3 the -true 
seafon was, he was afraid that fome furvivin 
. Friends of Cizgmars wou’d revenge his Death, an 
therefore demanded that his own Guards fhou,d 
enter the Louvre with him and mix with the King s, 
Jeaft another Luines fhou’d arife and advife the King 
-to have him ferwd as. the Marefchal de Ancre was. 
He went fo far as to fend his Creature Chavigms, 
Secretary of State, with a Memorial to the’King, 
requiring that Trois Vihes, Lieutenant of the Muske- 
tears, De la Sale, Tilladet and d? Effards, Captains of 
the Guards, fhou'd be difcharg’d,or the Cardinal not 
| ghinking himfelf fafe as long as they were at Court, 
wou'd be oblig’d to quit the Adminiftration. Lewss 
had not been io fhamefully bully’d’.as that was: in 
all his Life, and highly refenting the Indignity , 
offer’d him by an Infoleut Pricft his Servant, He 
bid Chavigni, be gone, and, tell him that, fent bim he 
aways has Perfons about him whom he, has. more ve.s- 
Soe tofufpect thank the Cardinal bed Grounds to be Sufpi- 
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cious of the: Lieutenant of bis Musketteers and rhe 
Three Captains that were nam'd to him. I mean you, 
Chavigni, added he, and your good Friend Des Noy- 
ers; Jf Trois Villes and the other Three must be 
remov'd, Til prefently drive both of you from Court. 
Mazarine happening to be by, wheedled him into - 
a good Temper again, or rather frighten’d him, by. 
telling him what wou’d be the ifl Confequences of 
his Minifter’s Retreat, which wou’d oblige the Dutch 
to put an immediate “end'to the War. Thus were 
the Three Officers of the Guards and the Lieutenant 
of the Afusketeers difmils’d, purely to pleafe Richlieu, 
who wou’d feign have had the difpofal of their Pla- 
ees, but Lewis wou’d never confent to it. Onthe 
contrary he bid Chavigni get out of St. Germain for 
preifing him too much on that Article, and gave 
theOfficers he had difmifs’d Affyrances that they were 
not the worfe in his Favour, and that ther Pay 
fhou’d be continu’d to them, Richlieu’s aratelt Spite 
was againtt Trois Ville:, becaufe the-King lov’d him 
moft, and he oppos’d the Cardinal’s making the 
King’s Guards draw up on both fides the Court for 
Richlied to march thro’, and his bringing them up to 
the very Door of the King’s Cabinet. Trois. Villes 
was fo offended at his Infolence, that he ask’d leave of 
the.King-to charge the Cardinal’s Guards, which Rich-

the Court, .his Troop was broken, and as.if the King

The King affeéted to be mightily afffitted for 
him, but as foon as he got out of the Chamber 
into the Gallery, he con’d not help: Laughing.

‘Check in an Affair he was managing for a Friend 
of his, des Noyers not only-ask’d leave ta retite

retire to his Country Seat, where he in'vain expeé?-

"Fhe “Zeal-of ‘this King continn'd to his laf Ago- 
wies, and was doutlefs as fincere as-it ovas- Arbi 
‘gvary and Tyrathical with refpe&t to the -Pro- 

geftants, who-were pexfeeuted by tlie Romie Clergy 
fede ee Sr as ; sO, in 
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in many Parts of the Kingdom, notwithftanding. the 
many Jnviolable Aéts the Crown had given them in 
their Favour ;.and had not Richliex’s Thoughts been 
entirely taken up with the War between the two 
Houles of sduftria and Bourbon, and with profecuting 
his Revenge againft thofe that oppos’d his Miniftry, 
the atter Ruin. of the Reform’d of France had not 
been one of the Glories of the Reign of Lewis 
the :XiVth. The Exercife of their Religion was 
taken from them by Violence in feveral Towns 
and Cities, Proteftaht Children were forc’d from 
their Fathers and Mothers, and given to be bred 
up by Popifh Relations. Their Ho(pitals for curing 
the Sick and Wounded were fhut up their Schools 
and Seminaries forbidden,: and thofe.of them that 
thro’. Indifcretion or Inadvertency happen’d to fay 
the leaft Word againft the Idolatry and Corruption 
of the Church of Rome were feverely punifh’d, while 
the Papifts were every where countenanc’d and 
encourag’d in infultirg and vilifying the Proteftants. 
I muft confefs. they alfo had their Weaknefs, and 
for fear they fhowd not be thought as Loyal as 
the. Papifts, out did them in:flattering the King, 
and exalting his Power.: The Reform’d had had 
a General Affembly in 1657, which breaking up, feut 
as ufaal:.a. Deputation to Court, one of the De- 
puties was the Minifter Ferrand, who: made a 
moft falfome Harangue to the King at his Au- 
dience, calling him. the.Firft next to God, and the 
fecond after Lim, alluring -him. That wharever he 
faid of Royal Power was the Doétrine of all Pre- 
teRduts, Upon which my Author has thefe Judi- 
igus Reflections. “ Thus the Reform’d became 
“ guilty of that Weaknefs which is common to all 
“ in fear, They exalted beyond. Meafure by flat- 
“ tering Aggravations that Power which as they

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Indeed Paffive-Obedience was a word that one 
might expeét to have fprung froma French Soil, 
andthe Hugonot Clergy, like others, have not ftuck 
at giving up the Liberties of the People for their 
own particular Interefts, ; 

I come now to the clofe of this Reign, which 
ended the 14th of AZsy 1643 with the Life of 
Lewis the X{IIth, otherwife -call’d the Fug, tho’ 
confidering that all Princes are accountable for 
the Oppreffion and Injuftice of their Minifters, 
and that there never was a greater Oppreffor 
than Richlieu, he no more deferv’'d the Sirname 
of Yuff, than a Prince can be faid to be call’d 
.Great, who never faw an Enemy. 

I have omitted feveral Important Paffages of the 
Hiftory of Lewss and his Minifter, fot that they 
are to be met with in the commgn Memoirs 
and Hiftories of France. Whereas the Events 
that are related in this are fuch as the French 
Writers durft not touch upon, or but very lightly, 
and ‘moft of the Memoirs from whence-they were 
takerr were Printed Abroad. | 

‘The next Period is another Minority under the 
Regency of Anne of Auftria, Mother to the pre- 
fent French King, Lewis the XIV, to whofe Reign 
{ am now come, and to the Confufions with which 
it began, greater than thofe under the Regency of 
Mary de Medicis. By thefe two Regencies we may 
fee what is likely to be the Effeéts of Minorities 
in a Kingdom where there are fo many Princes 
impatient all of ‘Subje&tion and Kindred all to the 
Throne. | | 
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
